As a result, on and after tomorrow pools on 
foreign races will be sold in down-town pool- 
rooms without police interference. 

Three weeks ago the gamblers got an ink- 
ling of the legal loophole which will permit

Badenoch Cannot Stop It. 

Chief Badenoch Knows these places are 
to begin business, but he said last night 
he could do nothing to shut them up just as 
long as the proprietors lived up to their pro- 
gram of .telegraphing the money out of the 
State where it is bet. The Chief has taken 
legal advice, and has been informed that 
while this method of doing business ie an 
evasion of the law, it is not an infraction. 

For some time pool-rooms have been open 
down-town, but their operations have been 
carried on with secrecy. At Bud White's 
plate, Room 408, No. 125 Dearborn street, 
for instance, it, required a thorough knowl- 
edge of the necessary passwords to gain ad- 
mission to J. Smith & Co.’s commission 
house.“ The chosen few who did know 
those passwords, however, were allowed to 
enter the mysterious and spacious room. 
But they did not buy grain or stocks..Money 
was placed on horses, and the bets.were 
made by wire in other cities. 

This is the legal technicality wherein the 


. proprietors sought and found a loophole of 


escape. 
Scheme Never Has Failed. 

In New York State the law allows a bet 
to be practically made in any of the large 
cities, although in reality it is a violation 
of that same law. Rooms are kept open 
and tickets are sold. The money, however, 


is not placed there. At the expense of the 


pool-seller it is telegraphed to gome city in 
another State and, when the race is de- 
cided, it is wired back again to the winner. 

Time and again this law has been tested, 
but never broken. 

Now comes the announcement that an ef- 
fort will be made to put a similar law 
through the Illinois Legislature at the com- 
ing session. Gamblers’ attorneys say they 
have prepared a bill which is without tech- 
nical flaw, amd likewise they are sure of Its 
passage. 

On the other, the Civic Federation and 
other reform organizations in Chicago will 
make a vigorous fight against it. 

Attorneys Advise the Chief. 

Recently.“ said Chief Badenoch, I 
sent for Attorney Frank Walker of the Civic 
Federation. I laid the matter before him 
plainly. I told him of Bud White's place at 
No. 125 Dearborn. street, and of what is be- 
ing carried on at Powers & O’Brien’s and 
Ald. John Coughlin’s saloons. We went over 
the fleld thoroughly, and he assured me we 

were helpless. Then I asked for an opinion 
from City Prosecating-Attorney Tatge. He 
said the same thing, and I sent his opinion 
to Inspector Fitzpatrick to use as a basis for 
his action. I have had men in these places, 
and I know what they aredoing, but wlien 
it comes to proving a violation of IIunots 
laws I can do nothing.’’ 

Then matters will rest as they are, so far 
as the department is concerned, until the 
Legislature sees fit to change the laws? 

What more can wedo? I am to have an- 
other conference with Attorney Walker on 
Monday. ‘If we can find any way to reach 
foreign bookmakers I'll do it without losing 
a moment's time.

He can then sell them much cheaper, 
The new mills at South Chicago will not be 
confined to the manufacture of steel rails, 


however, but will make structural fron of all 


sorts as well. It is stated, further, and on 
good authority, that Mr. Rockefeller may 
even go into the armor plate business also. 

The site of the new works is ideal for a 
mammoth rolling mill. The river at this 
point is twenty feet in depth, enough to float 
the largest of the lake vesséls, and provides 
a perfect entrauce for the Standard Oil 
ships, which will carry ore from the mines 
along Lake Superior. These same boats 
will serve as a powerful whip in the hands of 
the Standard Of] magnate in ease the rail- 
roads attempt to fight him, for they can also 
be used for the grain trade, and literally 
demoralize freight rates in every direction.

Ship-Qwners of Germany Evince Much 
Bitterness Over the President's 
Retaliatory Proclamation.

Hamburg, Dec. 5.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal, The full signifi- 
cance of President Cleveland's proclamation 
is Inly just becoming known here, but ship- 
owners already evince much bitterness.

New York, Dec. 5.—[{Special.}|—Shrewd 
counterfeiters. supposed to be located in 
British Columbia, China, Honolulu, or Mex- 
ico, have fleaded the West and the South- 
west during the last ten months with real 
silver dollar, as good or beiter, in point of 
bullion contained in each coin, than ther: 
issued from Uncle Sam's mints, and of 
equally excellent workmanship. Secret 
service officers have been at work for neariy 
a year trying to locate the place of manu- 
facture of these dangerous counterfeits, but 
it is only recently that they have acknow!l- 
edged the extent to which the bogus coin has 
been issued and put into circulation. 

The dollar in question will stand any assay 
test and can be detected only by a clever 


‘expert. But they are counterfeit just ihe 


same, and the people who manufacture and 
‘shove ” them will. ft captured, be tried for 
counterfeiting, not for “inflating the cur- 
rency,” though that's about what the 
offense really amounts to. 

„But very little of this unauthorized coin 
has come East,” said Assistant Deputy 
United States Treasurer Muhleman yester- 
day, “or, at any rate, but little of it has 
been detected. Two or three months ago we 
received two pieces here at the Subtreasury 
in the deposit of a certain bank, and-after 
examination I threw the pieces out and sent 
them to the Secret Service Division. They 
were marvelously well executed, and wou.d 
have deceived almost anybody. There may 
be lots of the stuff in circulation, for, as I 
say, it would hardly be detected until it 
reached the Subtreasury. The secret service 

ple are still working on the case, I be- 
ieve.

At Secret Service headquarters it was said 

that the eastern part of the country had not 
been troubled much with the spurious dol- 
lars. 
“Our people in the West and Southwest 
have, however, found a lot of it in circula- 
tion,“ said one of the agents, “and they 
are still trying to locate the ‘ plant’ where 
it is manufactured.” 

Mr. Andrew Mason, Superintendent of the 
United States office in this city, knows more 
about the spurious dollars than anybody 
else in New York.

„1 think the bogus dollars are made in 
Mexico by Americans, probably, since the 
Mexicans are hardly clever enough, to exe- 
cute such fine counterfeite. Most of them 
have been ‘ floated’ in the West and South- 
west, and, you know, there are plenty of 
Mexican silver. mines in the mountains just 
across the border. I understand that some 
months ago a lot of coin was issued simul- 
taneously in San Francisco, Buffalo, Chica- 
go, and New Orleans. 

„% We have had similar expefiences with 
the subsidiary coins ever since they were 
made token coinage in 1853. By ‘ token coin- 
age’ I mean since the amount of silver in 
them was reduced below the face value of 
the coin. This was done because all our 
silver was being absorbed by France, which 
at that time maintained a 15% to 1 ratio, 
we having a ratio ot 16to1.

Silver Popocrats Spring a Scheme te 
Prevent Gold Interference at the 
Annual Election at No. 75 Randolph 
Street Tomorrow—Members in Dis- 
favor as Well as Those Expelled 
May Find the Doors Closed Against 
Them. 


The silver element in the Cook County 

Central committee has matured a 

scheme for shutting out members with gold 

leanings, at the annual election, to be held 

tomorrow night at the headquarters, No. 75 
Randoiph street. 

It is announced in formal print that only 
those who have tickets of admiasion will be 
allowed in the hall, and, moreover, that 
the holders must also be members of the 
committee. Inasmuch as the distribution of 
the tickets is in the hands of the silver lead- 
ers the gold men say there is every reason 
to believe that only those favoring the white 
metal and the slate to be put through at the 


meeting will receive the admission slips. 


The purpose of the leaders is set forth in 
a circular addressed to their following. Each 
person to whom a copy of the circular ia ad- 
dressed ig the recipient of an admission 
ticket. The intention to admit only on these 
is set forth in big, black type. 

Another significant statement is also made. 
It is to the effect that inasmuch as out- 
siders have gained admittance to the hall 
at previous meetings, and aided in creating 
a disturbance, and also prevented the trans- 
action of business, conduct of that charac- 
ter will not be tolerated at future meetings.“ 

Want to Head Off Carey. 

The scheme was put up to head off a plan 
concocted, it is claimed, by Tom Carey and 
other gold committeemen who have been 
expelled from the organization, aided by 
Carey’s “Indians,” to attend the meeting 
and prevent the carrying out of the silver 
leaders’ program.

The boys hed just had their dinmer and left 
the dining-room for their recreation They 
were dressed in white working clothes and 
wore heavy overcoats and vubber boots, 
which heavy costume accounts for the 
capture of somanyofthem. They picked up 
their baseball batsand started for the play- 
ground. It was evident that the escape had 
been carefully planned and that they were 
determined to get away, because of the fact 
that as soom as the boys got clear of the 
mess hall they started for the bridge which 
connects the island with the mainland. 

At this bridge s an iron gate, at which is 
stationed a solitary marine with only a 
bayonet at his command. He saw the boys 
coming in their wild rush, but was powerless 
to act—in fact, he did not know what to 
make of it until he was swept aside, and 
forty of the boys were on their way to the 
city. The others he succeeded in holding 
at bay with his bayonet. 


Pursuit Is Organized. 

The marine guard and schoolmasters were 
at once called out and started in pursuit of 
the runaways.

Former Resident of Chicago Thought 
to Be Lost or Insane in the 
Wiids of Mexico. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 5.--(Special.J]—Dr. 
Eugene F. Storke, formetiy editor of the 
Chicago Current, and who was fer many 
years a practicing physician in this city, !s 
lost in the wilds of Mexico. His family and 
friends are very angiqus about him. as no 
word or intelligence of any kind has reached 
them in regard to him for six months. He 
may have been robbed and murdered; and it 
may be that he is still alive and suffering 
from sickness. 

When last heard from Dr. Storke was at

DR, POWELL CLAIMS TO HAVE DIS- 
COVERED THE LAW OF LIFE. 


Missouri Physician Says He Can Make 
People Preof Against Disease—Says 
He Has Inneoculated Himself with 
the Germs of the Deadliest Diseases 
and Desires to De Se Again Under 
Supervision of a Committee of Phy- 
sicians and Scientists. 


Columbia, Mo., Dee. 5.—[Special.J—It is 
seldom one meets a man who is proof against 
diseages of all kinds and who will fully ex- 
pose himself to all comtagion, yet such a one 
is found here in the person of Dr. Thomas 
Powell, who claims to have made a discovery 
in the field of medicine by which the human 
system has complete immunity from every 
disease. If Dr. Powell succeeds in sub- 
stantiating his claims by a series of experi- 
ments to be made in the near future he will 
revolutionize the theory and practice of 
medicine. —_ 

As to the discoverer himself, he graduated 
from the New York Medical College in 1864, 
at that time one of the leading medical col- 
leges in the country. He is a member of the 
International Health Association and of 
the American Association for tite Advance- 
ment of Science, as well as Corresponding 
Secretary of the American Health Science 
Association. 

Begins to Look for a New Principle. 

Being dissatisfied with the teaching of 
medicine at that time, and the tendency to 
complicate, rather than to simplify, medi- 
cine, he commenced a systematic study, 
spending time and money seeking for one 
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simple principle. The last twenty-five years 
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ef show he is immune to 
colds, ca 1 tism, Ste., he 
that the same committee shall subject him to 
the most ‘sudden and extreme changes of 
temperature. ae .

Inoculates Himself with Germs. 


Bo great is his faith in his discovery that 
after using the safeguarde he has discovered 
he has already inoculated himself with 
germs of the deadliest diseases known to 
the medical profession, such as diphtheria, 
glanders, and consumption, but all alike 
have failed to have any effect upon him. 
Before his treatment of himself he was sub- 
ject to catarrhal troubles, but for the last 
eleven years he bas not had so much asa 
cold. Although now nearly 60’years old, he 
possesses the health and activity of a young 
man. 

Knowledge of the Laws of Life. 

In an interview with Dr. Powell he said 
his discovery involves no less a matter than 
an accurate knowledge of the laws of life 
and hence the solving of mysteries which 
have by reason of their abstruseness hither- 
to completely baffled all research and have 
heretofore been relegated to the domain of 
the unknown and unknowable. 

In his researches he decided that the key 
to that loss of strength which is a constant 
concomitant of disease in general and of 
consumption in particular could only be 
found by ascertaining how strength is ob- 
tained in the first place. In studying this 
the all-absorbing question became at once 
how energy of the focd is transferred into 
vital powers. This led him to the plain 
proposition that to know precisely “ how 
strength is acquired is to know with equal 
clearness “‘how weakness is produced.”

from the educational ranks, to supervise a 
series of experiment. 

Powell's Claims Generally Stated. 


These experiments he desires to be made 
to ascertain the validity of his claims, which 
in his own words are: 

“4 1 have ascertained the law's limita- 
tions and requirements of the living or- 


ganism. 
“9, That I have determined the essen- 


tial nature of disease. 

“3. That I have obtained an accurate 
knowledge of that “unknown quantity’ in 
medica! science, that mysterious something 
which has puzzled the world for ages, 
which is the admitted prerequisite to the 
proliferation and development of all man- 
ner of ‘ disease germs,’ which is variously 
termed the ‘ diathesis,’ the suitable soll, and 
the predisposing cause of disease, and of 
whose nature and origin all authorities free- 
ly confess their utter want of information. 


Secret of Immunity. 


“4 That I have obtained the secret of 
‘immunity,’ or the means by which to pre- 


disease, thus fortifying the system so that 
ii may successfully resist not only the vari- 
ous disease germs,’ but other discase pro- 
ducing agencies also, such aa the miasmatic 
and mephitic vapors and those exposures to 
dampness and changes of tempovature to 
which colds, catarrh, la grippe, rheumatism, 
etc., are generally attributed. 

“5. That the remedies especially indicat- 
ed by my discovery for the cure of even the 
gravest diseases known to pathology are not 
only prompt and efficacious beyond all com- 
parison, but are absolutely harmless as 


well. } 

. That I have in particular ascertained 
the nature, cause, and cure of those sup- 
— incurabie diseases, pulmonary con- 
sumption, Bright’s disease of the kidneys, 
and diabetes mellitus.” 

His Preposed Experiments. 
These experiments will be of two kinds— 
elinical or the treatment of persons afflicted 
with any of these or other disases, and bac-

| held blameless for any ill-effect they may 
have upon Dr. Powell, and if they fear to ad- 
minister the disease germ he will do it him- 
self in their presence and under their super- 
vision. He is confident from experiments 
upon his own body that he has already 
made sure that the tests wil all stand and 
that his extraordinary claims will be fully 
verified. 

It has been published in the press that a 
Mme. Andiffred has given to the Academy 
of Medicine of Paris,. France, the sum of 
$160,000, the interest of which is to be paid 
to the discoverer for a cure for tuberculosis. 
Dr. Powell has placed himself in communi- 
cation with the academy and promises 
them even more than a cure of that disease.

Mr. Raymond came io the pos'office this 
morning at about 9 o’clock bearing a tele- 
Fram purporting to be from the Lourth As- 
sistant Postmaster-General at Wsshington, 
giving Raymond authority to take posses- 
sion of the office. 

“The only information I had received 
concerning my displacement was from the 
newspapers and from Raymond himself. I 
had expected some such action and had 
Icokedd up the law on the subject, which de- 
clares a Postmaster responsible until his 
successor has received his commission. 

I decided that as a matter of protection 
to my bondsmen, who were held for tho 
sum of $68,000, I must refuse to give pos- 
session to any other man than that pre- 
scribed by law. I so informed Mr. Raymond 
as courteously as possible and then called 
up Inspector Stuart in the city aud laid the 
case before him. He told me that I had 
taken the right course, and said further that 
until the commission of Mr. Raymond ar- 
rived my bondsmen would be held account- 
able for any losses occurring in the conduct 
of the office. 


Vields Up the Office. 


During the day Inspector Stuart com- 
municated with Washington, and in the 
afternoon he sent me a telegram instructing 
me to turn the office over to the government, 
and when the inspectors reached Evanston 
I gave the office over in their hands.

Russell and H. M. Knowles, who represented 
the New Engiand contingent, returned to 
Boston this morning.

The following is in a general way the basis 
of the arrangement to which it is expected 
every important mill devoted to this branch 
of the business will agree, although some 
important points are yet in abeyance: 

The mills in no way lose their identity or 
ownership, but will go on just as they have 
been except that the selling part of their 
business will be practically taken out of 
their hands. 

At central points like Boston, New York, 
and Chicago, where the selling agencies will 
be located, only orders covering the district 
embraced in their respective territories will 
be filled. 

Branch offices of the large mills may be 
retained at the principal points, but not 
for the purpose of selling paper, and all the 
salesmen who are employed will be under 


the direction of the central selling agen- 


cies, which will also designate the mills to 
fill the individual orders. 

The central selling agencies will have the 
lists of undesirable customers and will be 
authorized to refuse to sell them goods 
even though individual mills might be will- 
ing to take the risk. 

The method of weighing the papers and 
of crediting for waste is to be changed en- 
tirely, so that the manufacturers will have 
the advantages which they claim the cus- 
tomers have now. 

The matter of selling price will be regulated 
by the central selling agencies, but there is 
no immediate intention of a large advance, 
the only action to be taken in that direction 
just now being to secure uniformity.

CLERICAL AMENITIES IN EARLY DAYS. 


Sharp Speeches of Two, 01d-Time Vir 
gwinia Preachers to Each Other—The 
Retort Serious and Solemn. 


Marshall, Va., Nov. 17.—{Washington 
Evening Star.}—The revival in the Baptist 
Church, recently closed, and one now being 
conducted by the Methodists, have both 
been attended by remarkable success. The 
amity and fellowship between these denom- 
inations are in striking contrast with the 
feeling displayed in the beginning of the 
century, as manifested then by the leading 
exponents of those churches. Then there 
were very few churches in this section of 
the country, and the preachers rode long 
distances and held services on Saturdays and 
Sundays, rarely getting to any one church 
oftener than once a month. The old men of 
today recall this period with great pleasure, 
and never tire of relating their recollections 
of those good old times. The most noted ex- 
pounders of the gospel in Northern Virginia 
then were the Revs. Roszell of the Metho- 
dist Church and Gilmore of the Baptist. 
They were rigid and unyielding believers 
each in the tenets and doctrines of his own 
faith and advocates of the church militant, 
considering it their duty to hewto:the line, 
let the chips fall where they may.“ In up- 
holding their doctrines they not only at- 
tacked the opposing principles of the other 
church, but these two, being almost the only 
preachers of their respective denominations 
in Loudoun and Feugquier, they frequently 
indulged in sharp and vigorous personalities 
in the pulpit and elsewhere which at this day 
sone be apt to beget an unending animos- 
ty.

He said Lynch had held 
the check and he had seen it but once, and 
declared that Lynch took it to court in his 
pocket. He also declared that the manager 


got a handsome “divvy” on all his winnings. 


All the eviderce goes to show that Lynch 
was deeply interested in the outcome of 
the fight. This, taken with significant tele- 
grams sent out by him, ts said to make a 
strong case to show that the recent contest 
was engineered and managed in the interest 
of certain men and the public suffered.

BURNS’ HANDS IN BAD CONDITION.

If Martin Burns does not defeat Rooney 
Tuesday night he says it will be because 
ot. a pair of bad hands. 

Burns’ hands have not been in the best 
of. condition for the last year, and, despite 
‘constant doctoring and care, continue to be 
sore and lame. They look more like the 
hands of a ball player than anything else, 
for there is scarcely a straight finger on 
either of them. 

Burns was once a good ball player, but 
a majority of his crooked joints were re- 
ceived on the wrestling mat. What is caus- 
ing him more trouble at the present time 
than anything else is the middle finger of 
his right: hand. Séveral of the ligaments 
of the finger were severed last summer by 
coming in contact with the razor edge of a

ADAMS A DEFENDER OF FOOTBALL.

Wisconsin Vsiversity’s President 
FEloduent in Speaking of Game. 

Janeaville, Wis., Dec. 5.—[Special.}—When 
the American college Presidents meet at 
Madison to talk over the question of strik- 
ing the game of football off the list of col- 
lege sports they will find that the game has 
a strong and able defender in the person of 
Charles Kendall Adams, the President of 
the University of Wisconsin. 

President Adams gave the game sturdy 
indorsement in his lecture on Success in 
Education,” delivered before the Rock 
‘County Teachers’ Association, at the Con- 
-gregational Church, last evening. No other 
game, ho said, so well developed the quali- 
ties of courage, will, self-restruint, and 
self-reliance, while the danger was less than 
in baseball, aquatic sports, or cycling. The 
purpose of true education is to develop the 
powers of discriminating observation, judg- 
ment, and mathematical reasoning, and with 
all these the quality of courage, he declared. 
The athletic sports of college life, he de- 
clared, play no small part in the develop- 
ment of courage, and in referring to football 
he said: 

Jam a believer in the game, not because 
it is capable of exciting large crowds to a 
higher pitch than any other gante ever 
played, but because it cultivates will and 
courage more perfectly than any other 
game. It requires courage, moral restraint, 
alertness of perceptibility, exercise of will, 
to keep within ‘the bounds of the game. 
There is also an element of danger, but it 
is not the most dangerous game. It is 
rough, but statistics show that more people 
have been permanently snares, and even 
killed, playing baseball; a large percentage 
have been drowned while skating or sail- 
boating, and yet the public has never made 
any outcry against these sports. 

I daresay ten times as many have been 
injured and killed riding bicycles, though I 
de not know the statistics. The element of 
danger is very slight, but there has been an 
enormous exaggeration. Of course, there 
is the liability of bruises and hard knocks, 
but one must receive these all through life, 
and why not prepare for them? Courage, 
will, and self-restraint are cultivated in this 
game as in no other.” 


ONEIDA BEATS THE FIRST TRINITY. 


Goodrich’s Crew Wins Time 
Race at Harvard. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 56,—[Special.]—The 
time race of the two Harvard ’varsity crews 
this noon resulted in a victory for Capt. 
Goodrich’s crew, the Oneida, beating Per- 
kins’ crew, the first Trinity, by a length and 
a quarter. The time was 9 minutes and 55 
seconds, which is seventeen seconds slower 
than the best time ever previously made 
over the course, made last June by the 90 
crew, in 9 minutes and 28 seconds, 

Both crews exhibited the results of Coach 
Lehman’s English stroke, which is the per- 
fection of form and ease, The body pull 
was emphasized in long, easy strokes. On 
the launch was Coach R. C, Lehman, Gen. 
Francis Peabody, ex-Coach Mumford, and 
Bob Cock of Yale. The Oneida crew had the 
outside course and got slightly the better 
start. it at once hit up a stroke of about 
thirty-six, the other crew reserving its 
strength at about thirty-two strokes a 
minute. 

The Oneida crew steauvily gained untl at 
the Harvard bridge they were a length 
ahead. The Trinity crew attempted to spurt 
after passing the bridge, but failed to close 
up the gap, and at the finish the Oneide was 
a length and a half ahead. Time, 9 min- 
utes 65 seconds. The Trinity was in much 
the worse condition. Bardman, the stroke, 
collapsed utterly. Both crews rowed in good 
form throughout the race, but the Oneida 
crew was slightly superior in watermanship. 
The boat used by the Onéida crew is cnn- 
sidered slightly faster than the other boat, 
as it has a shell bottom and istwelve pounds 
lighter.

MAKE SIX NEW TANDEM RECORDS. 


Sanger and Swanbrough Do Fast Rid- 
ing at Denver. 


Denver, Colo., Dec. 5.—Sanger and Swan- 
brough made six professionel tandem rec- 
ords, unpaced, at the D. W. C. track today. 
They first rode three-quarters of a mile in 
1:25 1-5; two-fifths of a second better than 
the record of Evans and Hatton, made at 
San José last May. They then went for the 
ten-mile record, and broke all records from 
six miles up. 

They rode six miles in 13:22 2-5, seven in 
15:86 4-5, eight in 18:51 3-5, nine in 20:06, and 
ten in 22:16 2-5, three-fifths of a second under 
Evans and Hatton's record of 22:17, made at 
San José last May. Sanger and Swan- 
brough now hold all world’s tandem profes- 
sional records up to ten miles, with the ex- 
ception of those for one and four miles.

BRICK MEN DENY RUMORS.OF A TRUST 


They Say an Effort to Keep Up Prices 
of Masonry at This Time Would 
Be Useless. 


A rumor was current yesterday that a 
trust had been formed among members of 
the Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange for the 
purpose of keeping up the prices on brick 
masonry, irrespective of the low price of 
brick. It was further stated that certain 
large buildings which had been projected 
would not be built because of the impossi- 
bility of getting reasonable rates on brick 
masonry. 

The story was looked upon by both brick 
manufacturers and architects as exceed- 
ingly improbable. A representative of the 
Purington-Kimbell Brick company said: 

It is a ghost story, pure and simple. 
Why, there are three times as many brick 
in the market now as there is any hope of 
selling, and there are five times as many 
contractors as there need be to do what lit- 
tle work is being done. They fairly fall 
over memselves to get a contract. A trust 
of that kind might thrive if there were 
plenty of work, but if such a combination 
were attempted now it would be broken.“ 

Henry Ives Cobb, the architect, said: 

“T have received several letters asking 
me if there was such a pool or trust among 
contractors, and in answering thcm I write 
one little word at the bottom of the letter 
and return it: Rats!” 3 

The report circulated yesterday had it 
that members of the Builders’ and Traders’ 
Exchange wishing to bid on any work were 
required to use paper furnished by the ex- 
change and their bids passed through the 
hands of the Secretary, who determined who 
was entitled to the bid. It was (urthér re- 
ported that a party who had contemplated 
erecting a building at a cost of $125,000 had 
changed his mind because he could get no 
better figures, with brick at $4 a thousand, 
than he could when brick were $6.50 a thou- 
sand. The explanation of this, according 
to rumor, was that the extra profit was 
divided among members of the exchange, no 
matter who got the contract. 


APOLLO CLUB MOURNS L. U. PRENTISS 


Death of the Old-Time Resident of Chi- 
cago Removes One of the Original 
; Members of the Organization. 


Lewis U. Prentiss, whose death occurred 
last Wednesday, was one of the original 
members of the Apollo Musical club and had 
appeared in nearly every concert given by 
that organization.

Annual Games of the Western Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Association May 


Be Played Undel the Management 


of a Graduate Committee of Chicage 
Men, the Nine Leading Teams Nam- 


ing the Members—Eligibility of 
Players Placed in Hands of the Body 


Alumni members of. the different West- 


ern universities started a movement yes- 
terday for the formation of an alumni body 
in Chicago for the government and promo- 
tion of the track meets held annually in 
Chicago by the Western Intercolegiate 
Athletic Association, Hitherto the manage- 
ment has been under the auspices of the 
Chicago Athletic Association, and it has 
been deemed advisable to transfer the man- 
agement to the collegiate representatives 
themselves. ; 

The conference was held at Room 26, No. 
86 Washington street, and there were pres- 
ent J. H. Frederickson, lilinois; L. W. Mey- 
ers, Wisconsin; C. 8. Willitson, Grinnell; 
H. Myers, Iowa; and Fred Hayner, Lake 
Forest University. The meeting was in- 
formal and the action taken was in the way’ 
of recommendations to the Western college 
athletic associations. 

Diseuss Track Athletics. 

Plans for the meet were discussed, and 
greater interest seems to be manifested in 
track athletics than there has been during 
the last three years. It is likely a larger 
representation will be present at the track 
meet next June than there has been at the 
three previous meets. 

After remaining in session for three hours 
the meeting adopted a formal recommenda- 
tion that a committee consisting of nine 
Chicago alumni members be appointed as 
an organization to look after the meets, each 
representative to be named by the university 
associations. The teams securing the nine 
first places will be entitled to membership 
on the committee and shall have supervision 
of the work and shall pass on the eligtbility 
of the candidates under the rules of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, 

An organized movement will be made by 
the athletic clubs of the West to secure rec- 
ognition from the universities: The Bank- 
ers’ Athletic club has annuonced its inten- 
tion of doing all in its power to secure ap- 
propriate legislation on the subject. 

The meet of the Amateur Athletic Union 
to be held under the auspices of the Chicago 
Athletic Association at the Coliseum next 
year was discussed at the afternoon meet- 
ing, and a large delegation of students be- 
longing to that body will compete. 

Illinois Considers the Rules. 

Illinois’ faculty will consider the rules to- 
morrow night which were récommended by 
the conference of faculty committeemen held 
at the Chicago Beach Hotel the Friday after 
Thanksgiving, and it is probable the rules 
as adopted last year will remain nearly 
unchanged. 

The six months’ rule will u ubtedly be 
retained. The getion of the other institu- 
tions in broadening the rules and making 
their interpretation still broader is disap- 
pointing to the faculty and athletic asso- 
ciation. However, the faculty has put itself 
on record in favor of the strictest interpreta- 
tion, notwithstanding the action of other 
institutions, and Purdwe will probably stand 
with Illinois for the preservation of purity 
in Western athletics. The new rule allow- 
ing any player to remain six years on a team 
is the one which is most criticised.

NOTRE DAME ANSWERS BELOIT. 


Denies the Charges of Coach Hollister 
Alleging Unfair Rulings. 

Notre Dame, Ind., Dec, 5.—{Special.}—Man- 
ager Murphy of the Notre Dame footbail 
team is indignant at the claims made by 
Coach Hollister of Beloit to account for his 
eleven's defeat Thanksgiving. Mr. Murphy 
says in regard to the matter: 

Hollister’s communication to THe TrRipuNnE 
of last Monday is to the effect that a job 
had been put up to take the game at all haz- 
ards.“ He intimates that we planned to 
get a referee favorable to us and suceeeded 
in doing so. Mr. Hollister knows, or should 
know, that this is untrue.- We had engaged 
Dr. Thompson of Chicago, an old Princeton 
player, to act as referee. He had been ac- 
cepted by Beloit, but he telegraphed me that 
he could not come. I met Mr. Williams, 
manager of the Beloit team, on his arrival 
in South Bend on Wednesday night, ex- 
plained the case and asked him to suggest 
a man whom I might get. This he could 
not do. 

“I then telephoned the Chicago Athletic 
Association to get me a referee, but they 
were unable to find one. The team of the 
Chicago Dental College was in South Bend 
that day and I endeavored to get one of their 
men, but failed, 

“Mr. Julius Travis, an old Michigan man, 
lives in La Porte, Ind., and I telephoned him, 
but he could not come. I then met Mr. Cov- 
ert, and he consented to act as referee, Mr. 
Covert is from Toledo, O., and is well quali- 
fied for the position he filled, having played 
on the football team which represents his 
city and understanding the game thoroughly. 

All these facts were well known to Beloit 
—at least to Mr. Willlams, the manager—and 
how, in the face of them, Mr. Hollister can 
even suggest that we tried to work a shrew: 
scheme on Beloit passes my understanding. 

„That I substituted Mr. Covert without 
the consent of Beloit and over their protest 
is not true. I told Mr. Willlams who the 
referee was and he did not raise the slightest 
objection. That Beloit started the game 
under protest because it was afraid of losing 
their guarantee is also untrue. Mr. Williams 
never mentioned anything of this kind to 
me, but, on the contrary, as I have said, ac 
cepted Mr. Covert withouta word. Not until 
Beloit saw that the game which they 
thought would be easy for them was likely 
to end in their defeat did they say anything 
about the referee. 

„Mr. Holligter’sstatements in regard to the 
rulings of the referee are the merest non- 
sense. Mr. Covert did not let us keep the 
ball when we had failed to make the neces- 
sary five yards, neither did he take the ball 
from Beloit when they had made the re- 
quired distance. Repeatedly he measured 
the distance on objection from Beloit, and 
he was always found to be right.”

Sequel to Lady Hampton Mine Rig. 


The sequel to the great Stock Exchange 
rig in Lady Hampton mining shares ia 


‘rather interesting. Bear Jobber Stoneham, 


who found himself short 3,000 shares, with 
the price run up to $1,500 a share, is negotiat- 
ing for a compromise, but at the expense of a 
good deal of humiliation. When the corner 
was first made each side denounced the other 
in unmeasured terms, but Stoneham outdid 
the others in the bitterness of his charges 
and the strength of his language. This led 
to lawyers’ letters, writs, and cross-actions. 

When they began to cool down, R. P. Hous- 
ton, M. P., the champion of the Lady Ham - 
ton, demanded an abject apology from 
Stoneham as a preliminary to any settle- 
ment. There was much bluster at firsr, but 
Stoneham at length agreed. Then Houston 


demanded that he should dictate the apology 


and that Stoneham should sign it. For two 
days there was more haggling, but last night 
an apology in terms mutually agreed upon 
was drawn up, wherein Stoneham not only 
withdraws all the charges he has made, but 
agrees to pay £1,000 to any charities Houston 
may name. This apology appears today in 
thirty papers at Stoneham’s expense. 
Having got so far, the problem of settling 
his bear account follows. The terms have 
not yet been arranged, but the original de- 
mand for a million will probably be modified. 


News-Stealing in Liverpool. 

The danger of stealing other people's news 
was exemplified in Liverpool this week be- 
fore Justicé Kennedy, when the General 
Brokers’ Association sued John Jones, known 
as the Commercial Press Bureau, for in- 
fringement of copyright. Both issue daily 
commercial reports: Jones supplies an ex- 
tensive. service. The plaintiffs felt sure of 
the plagiarism of Jones, so they set a trap 
for him, introducing fictitious letters on 
commerce. They quoted Syrubdac, which 
is merely Cadburys spelt backwards, and 
Foops, which reverses as Spoof. 

Their most daring flight was a description 
of sugar quoted at balias lump, the adjective 
being a contraction of bally ass. The latter 
term seems fit for Jones, commercial editor, 
for sure enough all these bogus articles of 
commerce appeared in time with prices per 
pound solemnly attached. His counsel 
gravely assured the court that the theft was 
accidental and his Lordship was so im- 
pressed with this brilliant defense that he 
reserved judgment. 

War Correspondents in Court. 

London journalists are looking forward to 


an exploitation of the methods of British 


war correspondents in the next law term, 
when the Chroniche correspondent who 
went up the Nile in the autumn’s campaign 
brings an action against Mr. Knight, the 
correspondent of the Times, for libel. The 
Chronicle man was new to the work, and it 
was given out In the early days of the ex- 
pedition thet he had been recalled owing to 
ill-health. It transpires that Knight had 
written the Chronicle editor, and it is al- 


leged he accused the Chronicle man of ig- 


ty years. The exception was an example 
included in a set of five editions sold for £68, 
and afterwards resold for £100. In 1889 an- 
other copy came under the hammer, and pro- 
duced £180. By 1891 the value had mounted 
to £310, though in the following year a copy 
fetohed no more than 200 guin eas. 

Tt is not The Compleat Angler alone 
which has gone up in price. Many seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century books are con- 
stantly increasing in demand. A good deal 
less than a generation ago the first edition 
of the Vicar of Wakefield could be got for 
a £5 note, but in 1892 a copy was sold for £94. 
The original issue of Gray’s “ Elegy,” which 
was first published at 6d in 1751, mounted 
from £36 in 1888 to £74 in 1893. 

Kate Hickey’s Dilemma. 

It is rather surprising that the dilemma in 
which Kate Hickey, a woman from Boston, 
found herself in London this week does not 
occur frequently. She applied in a local police 
court on Thursday to the magistrate for ad- 
vice. She said she arrived in England on 
Tuesday and left her luggage at “uston sta- 
tion. She had been away from England 
three years. The next day she went to visit 
a friend’s house in Clerkenwell and learned 
that they all were dead. 

She engaged lodgings in a street some- 
where near the Liverpool road, paid a week's 
rent, and the landlord fetched her luggage 
from the station. She went out and tried to 
find more of her friends, but they nearly all 
had either disappeared or were dead. She 
then could not for the life of her remember 
where her lodgings were and all her efforts 
to discover the house had proved unavailing. 
She had neglected to take the precaution to 
write down the address and the police had 
been unable to help her. The magistrate 
asked the reporters to mention the case and 
publicity soon brought a puzzled landlord in 
search of her. Mrs. Hickey declares that 
she is going straight back to Boston. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s Condition Serious. 

The condition of Mr. Roosevelt, Secre- 
tary of the embassy, still gives his friends 
a good deal of anxiety. He has now been 
suffering for some time from a severe form 
of nervous prostration. He wished to sail 
for New York today, but his physician 
would not permit him to undertake the 
voyage. 

Allowed to Steal Electricity. 

A German court made an odd ruling this 
week in a remarkable case of larceny. A 
man was accused of stealing several thou- 
sand amperes of electricity by tapping a 
light company’s wires, using it to run a 
dynamo. The court of appeal ruled that 
only a movable material object could be 
stolen, which electricity was not. There- 
fore, the man was acquitted. 


BIRTHDAY OF PRINCESS OF W 


Her Fifty-second Anniversary Is Cel- 
ebrated All Over Great Britain. 

London, Dec. 5.—The birthday of the Prin- 
cess of Wales, who was born Dec. 1, 18441, 
was celebrated on Tuesday last all over 
Great Britain. There was a large house 
party at Sandringham, which, in addition 
to all the family, included Lord Rosebery 
and the Prince and Princess of Wales. In 
the afternoon the Pringe and Princess of 
Wales presided at a tea which they gave to 
500 children of the estate.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—The State De-

Chamberlain’s Zollverein. 
Another episode is the futile atten pt of the 
Duke of Devonshire to explain away the 
zollverein speeches which his colleague, Mr.

on the embers of any burning question, but 
he handles the pail clumsily in this instance.

International Labor Movement. 
The Hamburg dock strike opens another 
field for discussion, since it is the first or- 
ganized attempt on the part of labor leaders 
to employ the resources of international 
combination. 

Mann, Wilson, and other English agita- 
tors, after conducting movements on home 
soil which were disastrous to the interests 
of labor, are lending their support to this 
foreign revolt against shipowners. . Their 
influence has been exerted through the ship, 
dock, and river workers’ organizations, and,

As the statement of a 
defendant it would not be open to cross- 
examination, but since he is also a witness 
opposing counsel would have the right to 
question him. Apart from this difficulty 
respecting cross-examination, it is doubt- 
ful whether his ante-mortem statement 
could be used for or against Lady Scott 
and the other defendants, or whether the 
trial could proceed against them in the 
event of his death.

MILIFARY RIOTS OCCUR AT BREST. 


Soldiers Drive the Police Into the Sta- 
tions and Storm the Abeville. 

Brest, Dec. 5.—Serious riots occurred here 
last evening at a festival of artillerymen. 
There were many conflicts in the streets, 
scared merchants closed their shops, and 
non-commissioned officers and privates 
paraded the streets with drawn sworde. The 
soldiers threatened the civilians they met 
in the streets, and after they had turned off 
the gas supply 100 marime gunners made an 
attempt to storm the Abeville barracks, 
where the fifteenth battalion of artillery 
was quartered. 

Capt. Frixon with a squat of armed men 
defended the gate of the barracks. The as- 
sailants showered stones upon the defend- 
ing force, and the police who attempted to 
quell the disturbance were so roughly treated 
that their chief ordered them to retire in- 
side their stations in order to avoid biood- 
shed. The infuriated gunners pursued the 
policemen to the doors of stations, 
threatening them with death. 

A number of people were wounded during 
the rioting. A sergeant of marines had hig 
head split open by a saber and is in a critical 
condition. Several arrests have beeen made 
and the military authorities are preparing 
to take the most severe measures against 
the instigators of the riot. 
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MAKES ENGLAND STRONG IN EGYPT. 


Decision of Court of Appeals Deemed 
the Reverse of a Defeat. 

London, Dee. 6.—A special dispatch from 
Cairo announces that, acting on the advice 
of the Khedive, the Egyptian Ministers Rave 
accepted the offer of Lord Cromer, the Brit- 
ish agent here, in behalf of Great Britain, to 
advance the sum necessary to repay to the 
Caisse of the Egyptian Debt the $2,500,000 
paid out to meet the expenses of the Anglo- 
Egyptian expedition to Dongola, which the 
Court of Appeals at Alexandria on Dec. 2 de- 
cided should not have been used for the war 
expenses and must be paid back to the Caisse 
by the Egyptian Government. In certain

SEVERE GALE ON BRITISH COASTS. 


‘New Electric Railway Along the Fore- 
shore Ia Destroyed. 

London, Dec., 5.—A severe gale prevailed 
all night. long over the British coasts, caus- 
ing numerous casualties and much dam- 
age. The channel services have been sus- 
pended. The électric railroad from Brighton 
to Rottingbeam, along the Foreshore, which 
Was opened last week with great éclat was 
destroyed during the night. 


The Soudan Campaign Expenses. 

Cairo, Dec. 4.—Lord Cromer, the British 
agent here, has informed the Egyptiam Gov- 
ernment that he is authorized to state that 
in the event the government decides to 
repay to the Caisse of the Egyptian Debt the 
£500,000 ($2,500,000) advanced to meet the 
expenses of the Anglo-Egyptian expedition 
to Dengola, Great Britain is prepared to ad- 
vance such sum of money as the Egyptian 
Treasury is unable to provide for that pur- 
pose. The action of Great Britain in this 
matter is the result of the decision yesterday 
of the Court of Appeals at Alexandria that 
the funds of the Caisse should not have been 
used for the war expenses, and that the 
Egyptian Government must pay back the 
money advanced. 


A Proposal to Buy Erythrea. 
Rome, Dec. 4:—The Corriere di Napoli re- 
ports that Lord Salisbury has offered to 
buy FPrythrea from Italy for a large price. 


[Erythrea is the title given to the Itallan pos- 
sessions on the Red Sea, the territory extending 
for o miles along the coast from ape Kasar 
to the Straits of Ab- Hande. Should such a 
bargain be concluded, England would control the 
whole western coast of the Red Sea.]

TION TO NAVY DEFICIENCIES, 


Great Progress Is Made in the Building 
and Equipment of Battleships, but 
the United States Is in No Position 
to Combat Any of the Great Powers 
on the Sea—Reliance on Commerce 
Destroying Cruisers Is Ineffective— 
Big Guns Best Guarantee of Peace, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.— [Special. 
The Secretary of the Navy, Hilary A. Her- 
bert, has just made public his last annual 
report to the President on the affairs of his 
department. The document, while affording 
much ground for congratulation, is from 
beginning to end a warning to the country 
of the insufficiency of its navy for the re- 
quirements of war. 

To show, however, the vast progress that 
has been made of late years, the report be- 
gins by quoting from the President's mes- 
sage in December, 1885, the following words: 
„We have not a single vessel of war that 
could keep the seas against a first-class 
vessel of any important power.“ It quotes 
also from a former report of the Secretary 
in which he pointed out the danger of rely- 
ing on commerce-destroying cruisers as a 
protection in time of war. The French Rev- 
olution and the recent civil war are cited as 
illustrations of the fact that preying on 
a nation’s commercial marine has no effect 
on the course nor the results of a war.

Until Congress shall 
legislate upon this subject and give some 
such authority as that herein indicated, it 
cannot be said that our government is in 
condition, as it should be at all times, to meet 
emergencies as they may arise. a 

„At the last session of Congress the de- 
partment framed and sent ina bill proposing 
legislation upon this subject. The bill passed 
the Senate and is still pending in that body 
upon a motion to reconsider, The subject 
is again earnestly urged upon the considera- 
tion of Congress.“ 

Among his closing recommendations the 
Secretary makes the following: 

„ The tables of the comparative strength 
of the navies of the world heretofore quoted 
clearly show that we are still quite deficient 
in torpedo boats. Very many of the naval 
powers of the world, which are in other 
respects much weaker than we, have two 
or three times as many torpedo boats. I 
respectfully recommend the authorization 
of twelve torpedo boats at the Coming session 


of Congress.”’ 
TWO NEW GUNBOATS LAUNCHED. 


Description of the Vicksburg and New- 
port, Nearly Ready for Service. 

Bath, Me., Dec. 4.—The new gunboats 
Vicksburg and Newport were launched from 
the yards of the Bath iron works this after- 
noon before an immense crowd. The Vicks- 
burg went into the water at 12:35 o'clock, 
and the Newport followed twenty minutes 
later. The launchings were successful in 
every respect. * 

At least 20,000 persons witnessed the 
launching, including representatives from 
the cities of Newport and Vicksburg. Just 
before 12:30 o'clock: the workmen began 
wedging up, and at 12:30 the Vicksburg be- 
gan to slide from the ways. It left its cradle 
at 12:35, amid a tooting of whistles and 
general applause. As the craft started down 
the ways Miss Addie Trowbridge, daughter 
of the Mayor of Vicksburg, broke a bottle 
of’ American champaign on the bow and 
christened the vessel. . 

Twenty minutes later loud cheers again 
arose, denoting that the Newport had start- 
ed. Miss La Farge, daughter of John La 
Farge of Newport, and great-granddaughter 
of Commodore Perry, had the honor of. 
breaking «the wine on the Newport's bow. 

The new vessels were gayly decorated with 
flags and bunting. After the launching a 
lunch was given in the molding loft of the 
Bath iron works by Gén. T. W> Hyde in 
honor of the visitors from Newport and 
Vicksburg. The boats were towed to a lock 
and moored. They will be ready to enter 
the navy early next year. 

The gunboats Vicksburg and Newport are 
vessels of an entirely new type so far as our 
navy. is concerned, in that they are of com- 
posite construction. All of the framing is of 
steel, but planks of Georgia pine are worked 
on the frames below the water line, secured 
by composition bolts in such a manner as to 
prevent galvanic action, being then covered 
with copper. This will make the vessels 
largely independent of docking facilities and 
economical in the use of fuel, as the expolia- 

causes the barnacies and 
“pe ss to fallo bn as the ship moves, 
thus keeping its bottom clean and insuring 
the maiptenance of full speed with minimum 
coal consumption. 

Another feature of these vessels that dis- 
tinguishes them from other naval ships 18 
the use of full sail power in addition to steam. 

They will be rigged as barkentines and will 
be able to sail twelve knots an hour without 


using their engines, so that they will prove 
| most economical cruisers for foreign sta- 


tions. The Vicksburg and Newport are sis- 
ter ships of 1,000 tons displacement, drawing 
twelve feet of water, 168 feet long by 36 feet 
beam, and will cost $229,400 each. 


DOCK ROOM 18 ALL UTILIZED. 
Navy Yard Unable to Care for Ships 
Needing Attention. 

New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.]J—The flag- 
ship New York was floated into dry dock 
this morning to have its pipes replaced. The 
work will take about two weeks. In the 
meantime the cruisers Columbia and Mar- 
biehead, which have arrived at the yard, 
and because of the foul condition of their 
hulls need docking badly, wil] either have to 
wait until the New York is floated out of 

dock or be sent to.the other yards. 

All the mooring places in the channel at 
the navy-yard are occupied, and it would be 
impossible to make room fer another ves- 
sel. The ships now there are the New York, 
Cokimbia, Montgomery, Marblehead, Texas, 
Terror, Katahdin; Massachusetts, Puritan, 
and Essex. 

With the exception of the Texas and Puri- 
tan, which were recently taken out of dry- 
dock, the other vessels need docking. The 
cruiser Chicago is being thoroughly over- 
hauled, and is now in the stone dry-dock, 
where itis likely to remain for about a year. 
The new dock will not be ready until some 
time next March, and there is but one dock 
available.

Visit to the Library. 


Every one in the crowd on whom that fas- 
cinating smile flashed seemed to be filled 
with visions of foreign missions and things 
and the crowd soon caught the good humor 
of the center of observation, but the Chair- 
man from Cleveland had a peculiar faculty 
of getting down to work with but little de- 
lay, and the party immediately secured car- 
riages and made a trip to the new Congres- 
sional Library, following out the suggestion 
originally made in Tue TrisuN® that that 
gofgeous building, which fairly groans be- 
neath its weight of gold leaf, would be an 
admirable and sentimental place for the 
inaugural ball. 

Mr. Hanna was evidently overwhelmed 
with the beauty of the building, and his en- 
thusiasm even went so far as to vaporize 
the cold water which has been thrown on 
the proposition by the attachés of the li- 
brary, who are much toe booky to think of 
allowing dancing and such like frivolities 
within the ‘beautiful butiding. But the 
bland smile got in its work again, and be- 
fore they knew it the old bookworms were 
almost dancing themselves and admitting 
that their library building could be used for 
the inauguration ball at comparatively 
slight expense, and that the damage to the 
decoration could be repaired by the use of 
a few hundred dollars, 

Fight on Woodward. 


On the way back the party stopped at the 
big dry goods store of . W. Woodward, the 

ld Democrat who was chosen by Col. 

arker and the Republican leaders as 
Chairman of the Inauguration committee. 
There has been a little fight made against 
his appointment, which has been engineered 
chiefly by some inconsiderable Republican 
barnacles here in the District who opposed 
the selection of a gold Democrat even for 
such a position as that of Chairman of the 
Inauguration committee. When the ap- 
pointment was first made it was supposed 
that it would meet with general approval, 
as Mr. Woodward is not only President ot 
the Washington Board of Trade but is a 
prominent business-man, liberal in all pub- 
lic matters, and admittedly a good executive 
officer. But this little tempest in a teapot was 
the prime cause of Mr. Hanna’s visit to 
Washington, for it was necessary to get 
the preparations for the inauguration under 
way at once, and at the same time somebody 
had to decide whether the opposition of a 
handful, of Republicans was of sufficient im- 
portance to necessitate a new appointment 
or not. 

During the day the attention of the Chair- 
man of the National committee was largely 
taken up with this petty fight, which was 
satisfactorily disposed of before the various 
conferences were over by the practical con- 
firmation of Mr. Woodward's appointment. 

At the Whte House. 

At 3 o’clock Mr. Hanna left the hotel by 
appointment to call om President Cleveland. 
He was accompanied by Gen. Porter as 
Grand Marshal, Col. Parker, the local Com- 
mitteeman; Henry C. Payne, Senator Proc- 
tor, and Congressman Babcock of Wiscon- 
sin, who is not only Chairman of the Re- 
publican Congressional committee, but is 
also Chairman of the House Committee on 
the District of Columbia. The call on the 
President lasted for nearly an hour, and 
with the exception of some time devoted toa 
running discussion of the events of the cam- 
paign the business all bore upon the prelimi-

*seneral management of the ceremonies. , 
Mr. Hanna Interviewed. 

As the party left the White House Mr. 
Hanna was joined by Tue TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent, who accompanied him back to 
the hotel. In speaking of his visit, he said: 

‘There has been some little friction here 
in regard to the appointment of the Inau- 
guration committee, and I deemed it best to 
look over the ground in person, so that no 
injustice might be done to any interests in- 
volved. I have given my whole attention to 
this affair today, and to nothing else. Io 
not intend to give out any interview whatso- 
ever as to my intentions in regard to poli- 
cies of the party. Iexpect to be in Washing- 
ton a week or so, and will of course confer 
with various leaders from time to time, but 
at present I have nothing in view except to 
initiate the proceedings necessary to make 
the inauguration move off smoothly.” 

Mr. Hanna’s attention was called to an in- 
terview with Congressman Grosvenor in 
New York, in which the famous Statistician 
of the campaign expressed the opinion that 
no Ohio man would be in the Cabinet. With 
his usual laugh Mr. Hanna replied: “ Of 
course you know I have nothing to say about 
that. I guess we'll have to let Charlie an- 
swer his own interviews.“ 

Continuing the conversation during the 
walk along the edge of Lafayette Park Mr. 
Hanna talked in an interesting manner of 
his feelings during the progress of the cam- 
paign, but carefully avoided the slightest 
allusion to all questions of legislation, the 
Cabinet, and the future policy of the Re- 
publican 242 saying that it would 
not be seemly for him to discugs them and 
that he had no authority to speak for the 
President-elect or any one else, his power 
as Chairman of the National committee 
being limited to a general supervision ot the 
arrangements for the inauguration.

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2 * l cathy sve ** ones 2 
Extracts from an Address Delivered 
by the Chiecage Physician Before

There has just been issued from the Ameri 
can Medical Association Press, in pamphlet 
form, an address on The Fallacy of Anti- 
toxin Treatment as a Cure for Diphtheria,”’ 
which was delivered at the forty-seventh an- 
nual meeting of the Association at Atlanta, 
Ga., last May by Dr. imer Lee of Chicago, 
one of its Vice-Presidents. 

The address begins with a reference to the 
Pasteur. treatment for hydrophobia, which 
he declares is an absolute delusion. It then 
describes the method of preparing the diph- 


‘theretic antitoxin, explains the nature of 


diphtheria as a result of constitutional 
sepsis, and argues the absurdity of attempt- 

2 to cure it with the diseased serum of a 
orse. 


Its Use Declared Unphysiclogic. 

Dr. Lee says: 

Nature is doing all that it can to carry 
the effete material produced by the disease 
out of the system through the excretory 
organs. At this moment what is accom- 
plished by forcing into.the ciruclation a sub- 
stance which has no natural relationship to 
the structure of a single element composing 
the entire body? The system is laboring 
and panting for life under the oppression of 
toxins which it is trying to eliminate. At 
the very crisis of the greatest strain upon 
vital resources a serum which does not be- 


long in the human economy is strangely’ 


added to the fearful load, which is in some 
cases the last straw that breaks the camel’s 
back. Its use is therefore unphysiologic and 
absolutely contraindicated. The bacteriol- 
ogist affirms to the contrary; observe which 
ig the better able to judge, practical clin- 
— 4 or the ultra-scientist in the labora- 

ry? 

The claims that are seductively held out 
that cases treated early by antitoxin would 
recover have uttérly failed. The claim sub- 


sequently that cases treated by antitoxin. 


recover more quickly than those not 80 
treated has utterly failed to be true. 
claim that the death rate would de lessened 
has proved to be a disappointment. The 
claim that antitoxin was harmless has been 
proven to the.contrary by many fatal ter- 
minations. Judging from the faets con- 
cerning the use of antitoxin in.-practice, 
does there stand on record today one single 
valid reason, from a clinical standpoint, to 
encourage the hope of better results in the 
future than have been attained in the past 
by other methods of treatment?” 


Antitoxin Pronounced Dangerous. 


The address proceeds to dispute that any 
benefit was ever derived from the transtu- 
sion, of healthy blood that was not derived 
also from the transfusion of salt water, and 
asks what, in that view of the case, is likely 
to be the result of injecting the serum of an 
infected animal. It concludes as follows: 

The records of the cases treated in the 
Willard Parker Hospital of New York City 
prove that antitoxin is dangerous and even 
fatal. The statistics of that hospital estab- 
lish that the further use of antitoxin is un- 
justifiable. Extreme interest and effort to 
know the truth has guided the staff of the 
Willard Parker Hospital. Dr. Joseph E. 
Winters of. New York has sought diligently 
to establish the value of antitoxin, but the 
clinical experiences have forced him unwill- 
ingly to condemn its use. Prof. Lennox 
Browne of London patiently and earnestly 
sought for clinical reasons to further the in- 
terests of antitoxin. His conclusions are 
emphatic and pronounced against it. Dr. 
Welsh of Philadelphia 40 deprecates the 
use of antitoxin, basimg the conclusions 
upon an extensive experience in the Munic- 
ipal Hospital of that city. 


Health Department Statistics. 


Health department statistics of New 
York are eited in Chicago to the advantage 
of antitoxin and Chicago statistics are pub- 
lished in the interest of antitoxin in New 
York. Health department methods of col- 
lecting information must be taken with al- 
lowance for accuracy. Previous to leaving 
Chicago a culture was made of the tongue 
of an office boy and the tube left at the city 
health office. The answer received stated 
that the case was one of true diphtheria. 
In fact, the boy was not illatall. Provis- 
ions were immediately made by the depart- 
ment to fumigate and otherwise annoy the 
family at the boy’s home. The statistics 
very quickly become confused and their 
power for usefulness is absolutely nil. Un- 
questionably large numbers of cases which 
have been reported tobe diphtheria and cured 
by an injection of antitoxin have been of the 
bacteriologic class, 

It was recently stated to me upon good 
authority that the sales were falling off rap- 
idly and an early termination of the demand 
for antitoxin was not far off; also that offers 
to purchase antitoxin upon most advantag- 
eous figures had been declined because of 
the fear of pecuniary loss.

J. H. Clark of Mattoon, receiver of the Masonic 
Benevolent Associafion of Central Illinois, has 
brought suit against a member at Terre Haute. 
Ind., for assessments held to be due, and the de- 
cision will be regarded as affecting many like 
claims. It is of interest to all mutual benefit asso- 
clations. When the receiver Was appointed in 
1894 the association owed on approved death claims 
613.000. The court instructed the receiver to 
collect assessments from all holders of member- 
ship certificates at the time these death claims 
were approved. A test case was raised in Illi- 
nois and carried to the Appellate Court, which 
held that the mere failure to pay assessments did 
net relieve a member from the legal obligation, 
although it might be availed of by the assecia- 
tion if such course seemed best for its interest. 
It seems many members stopped paying assess- 
ments, believing that with their failure to pay 
they were reltased from thé obligation and from 
the benefits of the association. Another defense 
will be that the association had no legal authority 
to do business in that State.

An interesting case has been decided by the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin in connection with 
the loss to the J. R. Davis Lumber company. The 
Circuit Court rendered a verdict against the Con- 
tinental Insurance company for $2,100. The agent 
who placed the insurance sent to the Chicago 
manager of the Continental a daily report with 
the statement attached that he would issue a 
policy the following week if the risk was ap- 
proved. The risk was declined by wire, but entry 
had been made in the agent's registry, although 
no policy had been issued. The property burned 
soon after the telegram was received from the 
Western department. The lumber company 
claimed the Continental was liable and this claim 
was sustained by the Circuit Court. The Supreme 
Court reverses the decision and holds that the 
Continental’ is not liable for the paymertih of the

Game in sugar Stocks.

Nothing can inter- 
rupt their plans, they say. They will do 
more than réfine for themselves, they will 
put a large surplus product on the market 
in direct competition with the trust. This 
does not have a pleasing sound to specu- 
lators long on Sugar Trust stook.

The following review of this con- 
dition is given to me for THE CHICAGO TRIB- 
UNE by the fogemost banking authority 
identified with the National Administration; 

“The exchange market continues to re- 
flect the peculiar conditions which have 
been remarked in this column heretofore— 
viz.: a fairly high rate in spite of the heavy 
trade balance in this country, not offset by 
debits incurred through other agencies. The 
amount of long exchange—otherwise de- 
ferred payments to us by Europe—is various- 
ly estimated between 28,000, 000 and 340, 
600,000, and inasmuch as the market for 
money here continues very easy and that 
in London mes a yet manifested signs of 

‘ softening,’ 1 Will probably con- 
tinue for tiny: time, especially if the mes- 
sage which President Cleveland sends to 
Congress on Monday shall prove to bé pa- 
cific in tone, particularly. with reference to 
Cuban affairs. 

It these conditions continue the exporta- 
tion of gold ordinarily expected in Janu- 
ary may be delayed until the new adminis- 
tration comes in, and, in fact, unless im- 
ports dre stimulated either by anticipation 
of higher tariff legislation or an unexpected 
demand for foreign goods caused by the set- 
ting in of actually better times all around, 
there may be no exportation at all; our cred- 
its may prove sufficient to cover our debits, 
especially when it is borne in mind that Bu- 
rope has not yet supplied itself with all of 
our cotton and cereals that she apparently 
will need.“ 

President Cable Much Quoted. 

President Cable of the Rock Island road is 
much quoted here this week. Wall street 
has had a disposition to regard Mr. Cable 
as a pessimist. Before the panic of 1893 de- 
veloped he had the nerve and honesty to tell 
Wall street acquaintances of disturbing con- 
ditions as he saw them. Wall street howled 
at him. He was a bear, a wrecker, anda lot 
of other wicked things, they said, and when 
Mr. Cable and his associates insisted upon 
specially safeguarding the interests of them- 
selves and ‘their security-holders he was 
denounced as aconspirator. Quick justifica- 
tion followed his course aud theres were 
smashing experiences for those wb refused 
to consider the prudence he counseled. 

Now Mr. Cable is as confident ot better 
times as then he was etnphatic hi pointing 
out conditions that were @iscouragi 
said this week substentially this: 
is no boom, but we have better times. 
provement is made all over the country, 
Evidences of this cannot be ignored. It is 
substantial, it is extending. A boom would 
have done incalculable harm. The gradual 
gains we are making will gather strength 
continually and they will de lasting.“

In the Famous “ Sweat-Box.” 


“When Inspector Fitzpatrick is ready to put 
the prisoner in the sweat-box the man is 
brought up-stairs without previous warning 
and ushered into the Inspector’s private 
office. ‘This is the much talked about and 
greatly dreaded sweat-box —4 plain, 
neatly furnished room; à roll-top desk 
against a partition at one end; a wardrobe 
at the other; three Ordinary arm chairs. 
This is-all. No handcuffs, no weapons, no 
machinery for torture. Wild stories have 
been told about the brutal manner in which 
prisoners have been bulldozed at the Central 
Station, but the truth is violence is never 
used, unless a prisoner shows fight. The 
time was when different methods prevailed, 
but Inspector Fitzpatrick’s ways are those 
of peace and quietness. He is the test

friends to act for him cannot get the prom- 
ise of work, and until this visit to the prison 
of the West Side prisoners“ 4a few 
weeks ago there were men in Joliet who 
were eating their hearts out in the full be- 
Hef that they would be obliged to the 
full time imposed as the limit. of, the Inde- 
terminate sentence, even though n 
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view to securing a confession or obtaining 
informatien which will lead to the arrest of 
accomplices or the recovery of stolen goods. 
It is only in important cases, and generally 
when the detectives have been unable to ob- 
tain positive evidence themselves, that the 
sweat-box inquiry is resorted to. All sorts 
of tricks are resorted to in an effort to get 
the desired squeal.“ The prisoner is as- 
sured his partners have confessed, and in 
other ways his fears and hopes are worked 
upon until in most instances, when gullty, 
he breaks down and tells his story. To an 
innocent man this sort of treatment is morti- 
fying and annoying, and it is the rule that 
prisoners of this class are the most readily 
goaded into acts or words of defiance. 


Private Matters Pried Into. 


Before being placed in the sweat-box, and 
while confined in Janitor Sullivan’s under- 
ground cells, the prisoner is induced to tell 
where he lives. Detectives visit the house 
and search his rooms; inspect his private be- 
longings and bring everything that is in 
any way suspicious to police headquarters. 
His business and family correspondence is 
gone through, and secrets which concern no- 
body but himself and his relatives get into 
the possession of the police, and are some- 
times made use of to his surprise in the pri- 
vate inquiry. During all this procedure the 
prisoner is without the benefit of legal ad- 
vice: he has no opportunity to consult law- 
yers or friends; in fact, he has simply 
» dropped out of sight in his usual walks of 
life, and is liable to get the reputation of 
being a man who has willfully deserted his 
family. 


There is no 
may be thus held 


limit to the time in which a man 
in secret custody pending 
investigation by the police. He may be 
locked up for one dax, or three days, or 
three weeks. If his friends discover his 
whereabouts and can get service on the 
proper officials the prisoner may be re- 
leased on a writ of habeas corpus. Other- 
wise he will be held until it suits the con- 
venience of the department officials to either 
turn him loosesor book him and send the 
case to a magistrate for a hearing. If there 
is no evidence against the man he is gotten 
rid of as speedily as possible. If, on the 
other hand, there is a prospect of securing 
evidence against him, there are many ways 
in which action can be delayed. 
Small Remedy for Sufferers. 

It is the popular idea that false arrests 
place the offending persons liable to the in- 
jured party for heavy damages, but this is 
true only in the abstract. Courts hold that 
if due care is exercised in making the arrest 
and there are fair grounds for suspicion 
against the prisoner, no responsibility can 
attach to the officer. Chicago detectives use 
great caution in this, and it is seldom a 
grievous blunder is made, but when it i® 
there are ways of getting out of it. For in- 
stance, it is easy, on the arraignment ofa 
man who has been wrongfully 
arrested for forgery, to change 
the charge to disorderly conduct. 
He has been provoked into some act of vio- 
lence, and the fact is put in evidence against 
him. The prisoner argues that a fine on such 
a charge is only $3 and costs, and it is easier 
and cheaper to pay this than to fight it. So 
he pleads guilty and hands over his money, 
and the officers smile, -for the court blotter 
will now show a successful prosecution 
against the prisoner, and he has no cause 
for an action to recover damages for his false 
arrest.

The introduction of the indeter- 
minate sentence system made it imperative 
that something should be done for the vast 
number of men who would be kept in prison 
until they were white haired or until con- 
sumption, the great enemy of the prisoners, 
bad claimed them for victims unless some 
one stirred himself to secure employment 
for them. The West Side Association there- 
fore has just secured a large frame building 
with a roomy. house adjoining, and has m- 
creased its facilities for broom manufacture 
terifolk There fsa ready sale for the broome 
and a large number of the ex-convicts are 
now at work making these articles. Thatis 
to say, they were at work until yesterday. 
It is problematical if they oan be kept at 
work this week, for this charity which means 
so much to these men who have just come 
from prison walls and who are trying to 
lead a better Hfe-is nota self-sustaining 
one and the funds have run so low that 
although the brooms are readily sold there 
is not money enough on hand just now. to 
buy the material to make them. 
Are Paid Standard Wages. 


The men who are at work in the factory 
are paid by the piece, and are paid as much 
as any other workmen in the same line, be- 
cause they earn it, for one reason, and for 
another because if they work at smaller 
wages other broommakers would object to 
their employment. No recently discharged 
prisoner is ever turned away from this 
Honoré street house. The only requirement 
of admission is that the éx-convict shall 
declare that he is willing to try and lead a 
life free from the crimes of the past. In 
case any man should decline to make this 
statement he is given a meal and a lodging 
to see if the entering wedge of kind treat- 
ment will not make him change his mind as 
to the future. Of course these last state- 
ments refer to prisoners who have served 
determinate sentences; the others convicted 
under the new law being obliged to make 
such statement before they secure their 
parole. 

“Tt is a fact,” said Mr. Dodds, that these 
prisoners cannot be released if they happen 
to be friendless. It is not the intention on 
the part of the Commissioners to discrim- 
inate against the friendless ones, but it is 
necessary for the good-of the prisoner and 
for the good of the State that employment 
be secured for him, and that some one will 
step forward and toa certain extent become 
responsible. for his good behavior for six 
months after the release. Men who haven't 
friends cannot get this done readily, and it 
is just here that the association which I 
represent tries to do its work. 

Men Under No Restraint. 

The men who have recently come. out of 
Joliet and who are now making brooms in 
the building just, outside the door of this 
Baptist preacher's home are under no re- 
straint whatsoever excepting the rule that 
they work during working hours and do not 
stay out later than 11 o’clock at night. They 
eat with the clergyman and his family. 
There are no religious exercises held on the 
premises, but the men know that it is the 
desire of the man who has given them work 
and who is treating them in every way = 
his equal, that they attend service once on 
Sunday. There are Protestants, Roman 
Catholics, and Jews among these ex-convicts 
and without exception they go once a week 
to the church of theirchoice, There is a big, 
cheerful fire in the workroom and it is bright- 
ly lUghted.

reading books that no one else can read and 

cCulling from them the strangest sort of in- 
formation, literary and scientific, historical 
and biographical. His last volume, which 
is imported by the Messrs. Scribner, is called 
“ The Devil in Britain and America,” which 
he has made because he believes that all 
modern English books on the devil and his 
works are unsatisfactory. They all run in 
the same groove, give the same cases of 
witchcraft, and, moreover, not one of them 
is illustrated. He has endeavored to remedy 
this by locating his facts and by reproduc- 
ing all the engravings that he could find suit- 
able to his purpose. He also gives a suc- 
cinct account-6f demenology and witchcraft 
in England and America, quoting from au- 
thorities not usually given, for he has gone 
to original sources, as the appendix in which 
he gives a list of the authorities quoted will 
show.

greatest number of deaths among human be- 
ings and cattle or the most illness or spoilt 
most corn; in short, those who have com- 
mitted the most wickedness and abominu- 
tions. The others, who have behaved rather 
more humanely, are hissed at and mocked 
by all; they are set on one side and they are 
often beaten and ill treated by their mas- 
ter.“ 

Witches, like the devil, had the power of 
changing themselves into animals, and a list 
of witches is given by an old writer on the 
subject, who had confessed to having be- 
come wolves, pigs, asses, cats, horses, frogs 
or toads, and hares. Indeed, there wasn’t 
much that these witches couldnt do--except 
behave themselves. The last case of burn- 
ing a witch in Scotland was in 1722. and the 
last in Ireland in 1786. Our own Pilgrim 
Fathers had a taste for burning witches, as 
the history of the ans in New England 
makes plain. One way of finding out 
whether a woman was a witch or not was 
to tie her right thumb and her left great 
toe together, and vice versa: then she was 
thrown into the water, and if she sank she 
was innocent; if she sWam, she was guilty. 
The chances were that she sank, so she 
probably lost her life in either event, 
whether gullty or innocent. 
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Great Increase in the Russian Navy. 

A correspondent of a London newspaper 
directs attention to the present strength 
of the Russian navy and the enormous in- 
crease of it which is now projected. The 
amount to be spent for this purpose up to 
1906 is 800,000,000 rubles. The two triple- 
screw steamers, Palade and Diana, which 
are to be ready soon, have each 6,630 tons 
displacement and 11,610 horse-power, and ft 
is expected that their speed will be about 
twenty-two knots. The cost of each of 
them, without their armament, is estimated 
at 2,336,000 rubles. Russia has a strong fleet 
in the Baltic, another in the Black Sea. a 
third in the Pacific, and will sbon have a 
fourth in the Arctic Ocean, as a port has 
been discovered on the Murman coast which 
is to be connected with Finland by railway. 
The chief port in the Black Sea is Nikolaieff, 
which has the largest dockyards, but it will 
soon be outstripped by Sebastopol. The Rus- 
sian volunteer fleet in the Black Sea, mere 
transports at present, could be rendered 
very useful in war by their transformation 
into swift cruisers. The chief Baltic arsenal 
of the Russian navy is Cronstadt, but it has 
a formidable rival in Libau, although it ts 
doubtful whether the latter is perfectly icé 
free. It has, however, the great advantage 
of lying much farther west than Cronstadt. 
The — 4 headquarters in the Pacific are 
at Viadivostock, but the Russians hope soon 
to have a better station at Port Lazareff, 
or some port still farther south. and also 
free from ice. The value of points on the 
French coasts which the Ruesians have been 
permitted to use in common with the French 
in the Mediterranean. tne Atriantte, and the 
Indian Ocean is evident, but the Russian 
Government nevertheless ie building war

How Wolves Acted. 

The first experiment was made on the 
ferocious Russian wolves. They, like the 
Polar bears, are animals that have to be kept 
in cold storage. The room is on the ground 
floor and the doors arewide open to the free 
circulation of the chilly air outside. The 
céntral cage of the three wherein the wolves 
are kept was selected and the glass held 
close up in front of it. The glaring shimmer 
or the mirror at first frightened the brutes 
and they backed away snarling and snap- 
ping. Then one big savage old fellow caught 
a glimpse of himself in the glass. He stopped 
dead still, with a queer, half-terrified, half- 
defiant glare in his eyes. He snarled and 
made a partial tentative leap forward.

That was sufficient for the wolves, and the 
mirror Was carried over-in front of the cage 
where the. great white Polar she-bear was 
swinging her small, pointed head to and fro 
in vain protest against the mugginess of the 
weather. For an instant only the bear 
stopped the monotonous swinging. She 
looked calmly at herself and raised the 
shaggy white hair over one eye in a 
mild, languid sort of surprise.

Leopard's Varying Emotions.

from one party of taxpayers. It will proba- 
bly result in some concentration of authority, 
for the leading feature of the scandal seems 
to be the impossibility of fixing responsl- 
bility for it on any one.

Under the Tenement Laws the Board 
of Health Is Seizing Defect- 
ive Buildings. 


The Mott street barracks are on their last 
legs. The rear houses were cleared by order 
of the Board of Health last June, and even 
the saloonkeeper who collected the rents ad- 
mitted to me, when it was well over, that it 
was a good thing. These tenements were 
among the first to be seized under the san- 
tar expropriation law. They were nearly 
the worst In the city, and hopeléss from 
structural defects. The rift between the 
front and rear bufidings—it hardly deserves 
the name of gap—is just 6 feet 10 inches wide. 
Through it came whatever of sunlight and 
air reached the rear houses, for they backed 
up against the rear tenements on Elizabeth 
street, so that one could put his hand through 
the dark little windows on the stairs and 
touch the wall of the neighbor’s house, hard- 
ly a foot away. The rent roge as one went 
up, instead of the reverse, for the good rea- 
ton that there was some air at the top, 
while down at the bottom there was none, 
nor light, either.

ABOLISH SLUGBALL NOW. 

It is reported that a proposition to abol- 
ish football will come up for considere tion 
before the Association of College Presi- 
dents of the Middle West at its meeting on 
Dec. 14. This refers, of course, to the ex- 
hibitions of slugball which hare become 
noterious features of college life in recent 
years. Certainly it should be abolished, 
It is out of place as an adjunct. of an insti- 
tution of learning. It should be relegated 
ta the bruisers and the thugs, like Fite~ 
simmons and Sharkey and others of that 
ilk. The question does not even admit of 
discussion by a body of men with the ideals 
usually attributed to college Presidents. 

Where is there room for adverse urgu - 
ment in a proposition to abolish slugball? 
No one can pretend that the encouragement 
of athletic training is regarded any longer 
even as a pretext for these exhibitions, 
They are brute battles simply and un- 
equivocally. They are openly recognized 
as full of danger to the participants. No 
one would dream of starting a contest 
without the presence of a corps of surgeons 
and a full complement of substitutes. It 
is expected before every game that during 
the forty minutes of play one, or two, 
or a dozen, or even. all the orizinal con- 
testants will be maimed. Expert physi- 
cians und surgeous are as necessary as the 
umpire. Ambulances or stretchers are 
kept at hand to carry away the injured. 
They are stirring battles, forsooth, but they 
are battles for blood. They appeal to the 
brute in man. They gre the exact antith- 
eses of humanizing influences. 

There is nothing else claimed for the 
gu me, even by its advocates, than a*spec- 
tacle of one body of strong, sturdy men 
opposing the passage of. another body of 
men by the exertion of the utmost physical 
force. Most often they meet in these vio- 
lent clashes at top speed with a shock that 
almost always brings disaster to at least 
one of the contestants. This is all there 


is to slugball apart from its gaudy setting. 


And this is the practice which the college 
Presidents are to consider.“ They can 
have no more imperative business at this 
coming meeting than to take the most 
drastic action against this travesty on a 
game. Let some college. President take 
the trouble to compile a list of the young 
men who have been killed or injured at 
slugball during only the last seasou, and 
then let him read this list at the meeting, 
or a hundred or so of the names if time 
does not warrant the reading of the entire 
list. That ought to end or preclude any 
further discussion. 0 

When slugball has been driven out, then, 
perhaps, the students will enjoy the res- 
toration of that interesting and wholesome 
game of football which some people will 
remember as an admirable part of the ath- 
letie curriculum of the colleges a few years 
ago. 


PROGRESS OF THE NEW NAVY. 

The annual report of the Secretary of the 
Navy, of which an epitome is published in 
another column of THe TRIBUNE, shows 
creditable progress in supplying the Na- 
tion with adequate defense on the sea, It 
is apparent, however, that thé task has 
only just begun, and that there must be no 
abatement of effective energy in this public 
service. The Secretary .quotes. from the 
President's message of December, 1885, in 
part as follows: 


We have not a single vessel of war that could 
keep the seas against a first-class vessel of any 
important power. Such a condition ought not 
longer to continue. The, Nation that eannot re- 
sist aggression is constantly exposed to it. Its 
foreign policy is of necessity weak, and its ne- 
Kotiations are conducted with disadvantage, be- 
cause it is not in condition to enforce the terms 
dictated by its sense of right and justice. 


This statement brings out clearly the con- 
trast between the condition of the navy to- 
day and as it was ten years ago. It serves 
admirably to measure the strides that ha ve 
been taken and at the same time provide a 
fitting text for continued activity in this im- 
portant field. When the statement was 
written “ only four modern war vessels were 
in course of construction, the Chicago, Bos- 
ton, Atlanta, and Dolphin,” and these were 
not ready for active service until 18883. But 
on the recommendations of Mr. Chandler, 
the Secretary of the Navy who preceded Mr. 
Whitney, supplemented by the recommen- 
dations of President Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Whitney, the work of constructing a 
new navy was begun with considerable zeal. 

Secretary Herbert points out specifically 
the progress made during the last four 
years. In this time Congress has au- 
thorized the construction of five new battle- 
ships, six light-draft gunboats, sixteen 
torpedo boats, and one submarine torpedo 
boat, and nearly all of these will have been 
placed in commission before the close of the 
present administration. 

Including the ships in course of construc- 
tion the Secretary shows the naval strength 
of the Nation at the present time is as fol- 
lows: 

Battleships. 11; coast defense shins, 7: cruisers, 


18; gunboats or lookout ships, 18: torpedo boats, 
18; torpedo-boat destroyers. 1. 

A comparison of these figures, however, 
with similar statistics of other nations 
shows that, while we have been making 
progress, the other nations have kept nearly 
as far in advance of us as formerly. The 
Secretary says on this point: 

The great powers with whith we are brourht 
into close relationship largely exceed us not only 
in the number of battleships and torpedo boats 
actually in commission, but in their naval pro- 
grams for the future. The work of adding to 
their strength in battleships and torpedo boats 
goes on steadily from year to year. It is not con- 
tended that we should attempt to compete in 
numbers with the great navies of England and 
France, but we ought surely to move up steadily 
and continually into a higher rank than that we 
new occupy and into the place of nations whose 
necessities are far less than ours. 

This is sound advice and in line with the 
wishes of the people. The Secretary adds 
this forceful truth: 


There are now not only in Europe but in Asia | 


strong and growing navies belonging to nations 
with which we must always have the most irfti- 
mate and delicate relations, and where our citi- 
zens are te be found in great numbers prosecut- 
ing their legitimate business.

USUAL ECHOES OF “THE FIGHT.” 

The “ echoes” of the prize fight between 
Fitzsimmons and Sharkey in San Francisco 
have followed close on the report of the 
contest, itself and are of the usual character.

All this is customary 
and to be expected. Whena lot of men who 
have no moral right to be butside the peni- 
tentiary assemble to witness and applaud a 
brutal combat that pollutes any community 
in which it is held they should look for fraud 
and cheating and all the other accessories 
of human debasement. It is absurd for 
them to set up a how! of indignation ata 
natural part of the exhibition. Fgzsim- 
mons certainly should know better. I 
eame out here to San Francisco,” he says, 
“expecting to get a fair deal, but find I 
made a mistake.” Of course he made a mis- 
take if he entertained such preposterous ex- 
pectations.

gain some personal advantage while the lust 
for blood is raging in the gang of brutes that 
patronize this miscalled sport. These dis- 
gusting snarls and boasts and defiances will 
pollute the newspaper literature for some 
days, until they die down to their normal 
smoldering, ready to blaze up again when 
the fuel of another such fight is dropped on 
the embers, 

Drastic laws have stopped these exhibi- 
tions in many States. Our civilization will 
remain sadly defective until they are made 
impossible anywhere without the assurance 
of swift and severe punishment.

Take next the names of persons and places in 
the New Testament, The Syriac word for son 
is bar, and so we have Bartholomew, Barabbas, 
Bar-Jesus, Bar-Jona, Barnabas, Bar-Timeus. 
Had Hebrew been the spoken tongue, these names 
would have run Ben-tholomew. Ben-Jesus, etc: 
We have also cepha (a stone, feminine gender), 
Boanerges—i. e., Bent-rogaz (sons of thunder), 
Sapphira (the beautiful), Thoma (the twin), Martha 
(the mistress), Tabitha (the gazelle), Bethsalda 
(house of fishing), Nazareth (watch), Gethsemane 
fan oll press), Golgotha (place of a skull,’ 
Aceldama (the field of blood). It may as well be 
explained that the final syllable of most of these 
names, a, is a distinctively Syriac termination. 
The words mammon (Matt. vi., 24) and raca 
(Matt, v., 22) and abba are Syriac also.

If the ordinance is enforced the Calumet electrtc 
road, which runs through my ward, will be com- 
pelled to suspend operations.

Let the Council insert in every 
new street car franchise a four-cent fare pro- 
vision. I would vote for that, but not to include all 
the old roads. : 

How does Ald. O'Neill know that the 
Calumet road will suspend operations and 
forfeit its franchise if the Council requires 
it to sell twenty-five rides for a dollar? How 
does he know that road, which has valuable 
privileges which cost it nothing, which is 
using the ch@apest power yet devised by 
man to move its cars, and which carries a 
great many passengers, is losing money 
now ?

. mi fs peculiar to men in practical ‘life. 


But his versatility did not end there. After 
five years of arduous public service he threw 
down the sword of office as easily as he had 
taken it up, and betook himself, at the age 
of 42, with the ardor of a young man to the 
world of poetry and drama. There is hardly 
another. instance, as far as I can remember, 
of a man being a great mathematician and 
at the same time a great poet with the one 
brilliant exception of the Persian, Omar 
Khayyam. 

Yet even here the plasticity of His intellect 
@id not cease to exhibit itself. Steeped as 


he was in the early traditions of the Spanish 
theater, the first products of his pen were 
entirely of the past. He reveled in the days 
of chivalry. His. heroes were the hidalgos 
of the middle ages, masquérading in fine 
x and lace;,with the sword of knight- 
hood dangling from the belt. He was as yet 
the pupil Calderon with the eyes of Velas- 
as he, did in the past it was 
natural thet his diction was stilted, his 
human interest was dissipated by rapid pro- 
duction and careless finish, and his passion 
was of the fustian order.

Another Powerfal Mas. 


The Son of Don Juan is quite as power- 
ful, but of a more grewsome order, for it is 
after all simply a Spanish adaptation of 
Ibsen's ghosts. There is this difference, 
however, between the genius of the North 
androf the South: The Latin races, so fond 
of being considered the exponents of true 
passion, have never yet displayed the con- 
eentration of the Northern depth of feel- 
ing. It is the same in music as ſt is in litera- 
ture. Compare for a moment the directness 
of Grieg with the disetpated yearnings of 
Italian music and it will be seen at once how 
natural it is for Echegaray to enlarge upon 
Ibsen's theme until the intensity is lost ina 
wilderness of irrelevant sentimentality. Os- 
wald’s madness in the ghosts“ comes with 
the direct certainty of doom. It is the 
curse of the father’s sin visited upon the 
Son. There are no sentimental wailings over 
the cruelty of fate. It is the purest illustra- 
tion possible of Tennyson’s song to Fort- 
une in Elaine: Thy wheel and thee we 
neither love nor hate.“ The swift stroke of 
destiny comes with unerring steps, and thut 
is all. 

With Echegaray it is different; the agony 
is piled up. It is not only the Son of Don 
Juan who is affected by the parental curse, 
but the daughter of another roué who is 
doomed to consumption, and the sentimental 
side of the calamity is, of course, enhanced 
by making the incipient madman fall in love 
with the consumptive girl. On the whole I 
prefer Ibsen. There may be passion and 
sentiment in Spain, but the depth of feeling 
lies with the North. For Dark and true 
and tender is the North, and fair and false 
and fickle is the South.” 

Still, the tragedy of Don Juan’s Son 18 
great if it is grewsome, and with proper cut- 
ting the play might be adapted for the En- 
glish stage. 

Space does not permit me to do more than 
allude to Mariana,“ which is soon to be 
played in London. Here again adaptation 
rather than translation is wanted and much 
of the irrelevant matter must be omitted.

He Consults with McKinley on a New 
> Pari Bill. 

Canton, O., Dee. 4.—Maj. McKinley’s vis- 
itors today gave additional confirmation to 
the belief that the Dingley tariff bill, which 
passed the House last session, is not to be 
urged at the short session. It will probably 
be called up, but little or no work done for it 
by the Republican leaders, who expéct to 
take up the tariff And revenue questions at 
an extra session. Senator John M. Thurs- 
ton, who, if his State was in shape to name a 


son of close friendship and acknowledged 
capability, be a very strong Cabinet possi- 


this view. 

**I do not believe that the present Con- 
gress can pass a revenue tariff bill that will 
satisfy the Republicans,“ he said. No, I 
do not think the Dingley bill can pass, and if 
it could I do not believe it would raise the 
required revenue. . Of course I shall vote for 
it for what it is, a temporary measure, if op- 
portunity offers. Personally I am a high 
tariff man, and believe that this country 
needs a vigorous protective policy in force, 
and to that. end we will work. I believed 
most emphatically in the McKinley bill,and 
I now believe that bill in principle should be 
revived, with such changes in schedules as 
new conditions make advisable.“ 

Maj. McKinley’s successor in Congress, 
Robert R. Taylor, was met at the McKinley 
gate fresh from a conference with the Presi- 
dent-elect. 

„The logic of the situation points to an 
early extra session without doubt,” said he. 
“The Dingley bill I have no idea can pass 
the Senate. And if it could it would be so 
short-lived a makeshift now that it would 
not be generally approved, and probably 
would not in the time of its existence adjust 
the revenues to meet the needs of the gov- 
ernment. I look for nothing but dry and 
necessary routine at the short session unless 
the Cuban question should be pushed to the 
front. On that I shall not be surprised at 
any development. Much depends on the 
conditions of the immediate future and 
President Cleveland’s attitude, but the 
Cuban question may alter all other things in 
the last days of the Congress.“ 

Chairman Dingley of the Ways and Means 
committee reached here at noon, accompe- 
“nied by his son, Editor E. N. Dingley of 
Kalamazoo, Mich. He and Maj. McKinley 
conferred most earnestly during the day. 
While no statement of the nature of their 
conversation is made, it is believed that it 
was regarding Congress rather than Cabi- 
net matters. 

It is also believed that Mr. Dingley will 
go to work immediately on such a general 
tariff bill as will suit the new admintstra- 
tion. Mr. Dingley has not abandoned the 
temporary measure bearing his name, but 
said this evening he could not venture an 
opinion as to whether it could pass until a 
caucus of the Senate is held.

1,500 feet. The drilling in this fleld is ac- 
companied with considerable difficulty on 
account of the soft nature of the formation, 
which causes it to cave, while artesian 
water, strongly impregnated with sulphate, 
is found in many places just above the oil’ 
sandstone. Owing to the heaviness of the 
oll all the wells have to be pumped. So far 
no attempt has been made to increase ths 
flow by shooting the wells. The oll sand- 
stone has been penetrated to a depth of 
forty-five feet, but it is known to de much 
thicker. 

Large as Pennsylvania. 


The oil wells in this basin resemble those 
of the Russian fields. The report of the 
Territorial Geologist says that “ indications 
of the existence, of petroleum have been 
found over a much larger territory than was 
originally suspected. Even marked proofs 
of its presence are found over a compara- 
tively large area—large when compared to 
Pennsylvania.“ The oil basins are located 
in the central part of the State. They are 
the Casper Creek, Powder River, Salt Creek, 
and Poison Spider basins. 

The Wyoming oll in its crudest state is as 
fine for lubricating purposes as can be manu- 
factured. While Pennsylvania oll sells for 
from 75 cents to $1 a barrel the Wyoming oil

The Salt Creek oll district is situated 
along the Salt- Creek and its tributaries, fifty 
miles north of Casper, Wyo., which is located 
on the south bank of the North Platte River 
in the heart of the State. 


Obstacles First Encountered. 

Obstacles of no small magnitude had to be 
overcome by the pioneers in the developmen’ 
of this oil belt. Roads and bridges had to be 
built through a rugyed and sandy country. 
Fuel was scarce, wrod being the only kind, 
and it was found only in small quantities 
along the river bank. The experienced 
Pennsylvania of men were baffled in their 
attempt to bore through the pecula forma- 
tion and had to go through some costly ex- 
periments before they struck oil. The 
breakage in machinery and drills, the large 
wages paid to experienced drillers in that 
country, and the cost of fuel made the first 
well cost the Pennsylvania company some- 
where near $20,000. Since then it has 
profited by past experience, and has be- 
come used to the formation of the soil, so 
that its seven other wells have cost be- 
tween $2,000 and $3,000 each. 

The Town of Casper came into existence 
with the first public announcement of the 
oil strike by the Pennsylvania company. It 
has prospered wonderfully during its short 
life of six years, and bids fair t6 soon be the 
Queen City of the State. The French Syn-

received for all the oil shipped out of Casper 
from $9 to $15 a barrel. 

The Cudahys propose, as soon as they are 
in condition, to ship oil from Casper and to 
establish branch offices in Omaha and Chi- 
cago. hese two cities will be their main 
distributing points.

With 
seven well-grown skunks as a beginning 
there seemed no reason why he should not 
have skunk hides galore and reap a harvest 
of coin. 

With this end in view he has taken steps 
to provide quarters for the animals. It is 
his intention to enlarge the present accom- 
modations and keep increasing them as the

A careful appraisal of the property of the 
late Thomas Mackin shows that he left an 
estate of the value of $1,307,503, of which 
$1,177,503 was in real estate, $20,000 in per- 
sonal property, and over $200,000 in mort- 
gages, which should also be included in the 
list of personal property.

The terms ‘charity organizations,’ or- 
ganized charitties,’. and ‘associated char-

Two or three years ago Mr. Percy Gardner, 
Professor of Archeology at Oxford Unver- 
sity, published a book upon New Chapters 
in Greek History.“ in which he has some- 
thing to say about the uselessness of the 
mere athlete and the overdoing of athletics 
in ancient Greece. The ruling maxim of 
Greek culture at its best was embodied in a 
simple “nothing too much.” This 
principle pervaded the whole intellectual 
life of Greece, and symmetrical physical 
development was inseparably associated 
with the educational system. Mr. Gardner 
believes that excess and professionalism in 
athletics were the beginning of the downfall 
of Greece. 

After describing the t period when the 
picked men of Hellas peted like well- 
bred gentlemen for the e wreath, the sole 
reward of almost superhuman effort, Mr. 
Gardner says: 

“Such was the Olymplan festival at its 
best, in the age betw the Persian in- 
vasion of Greece and the Greek invasion of 
Persia. But it was not.long befcre evil 
days came. The degradation of Greek ath- 
letic sports may be traced to several causes. 
The less pleasing of the sport ing and 
the pancratium—came more into favor and 
use, and at the same time changed their 
character. Boxing had, tndeed, from early 
times been practiced at Olympia, but was 
not at first savage in its character. The

Material aid must be prompt and ade- 
quate. Never state the object of a visit as 
being to see whether any relief is wanted, 
for the visits of one who is regarded only as 
a person from whom 1 is to be got 
are rather worse than useless. Let it be seen 
that your visit is intended to establish friend- 
ly relations and is prompted by a neighbor! 
interest. Be on your guard against encou 
aging idleness, improvidence, or grosser mis- 
conduct, directly or indirectly. Injudicious 
procurement of alms for the family of a 
drunkard or a dissolute, idle, or ‘shiftless 
person will do more harm than good. When 
food, money, or clothing need to be given it 
Will de better it the visitor can arrange to 
have it come through other hands than, his 
own. But if there is a clear need of alms, of 
medical and legal aid, of friends or of em- 
ployment, the visitor should see to ‘it, that 
their needs are met by interesting the Se- 
cleties, institutfons, or individuals«that ade 
able to fill the want, N

„The best method of assisting deserving | 
people when in noed is to help those whoare > 
able to work to find employment.

It was Dromeus of Stymphalus who, in the 
fifth century, substituted a meat diet for the 
previous regimen of cheese and figs, and 
ever after his time athletes who intended 
to be succeseful had to devour great quan- 
tities of flesh, a diet unnatural in the climate 
of Greece and apt to produce sleepiness and 
slowness of wit. But it was Herodicus, a 
contemporary of Socrates, who ruined ath- 
letics by introducing elaborate rules for 
eating and drinking and exercise. In fact, 
he first made training into a system aud 
discovered the fatal truth that by scientific 
tending the human body can be made, not 
healthy and beautiful but muscular and

cian Galen set his face against athletic | 


training, though he of course thought high- 
ly of bodily exercises. He declares the state 
of professional athletes to be most deceptive 
and precarious, and their strength to be of 
no use for any sound and practical purpose. 

We may then easily account for the con- 
tempt in which the Romans held the Greek 
sports. They knew them only after they 
had passed their best, They considered that 
athletic sports unfitted for war; that they 
made men lazy, always hanging about the 

asiumsand quarreling for lack of some- 
thing todo. Certain vices attended the prac- 
tice at gymnasiums even in Greece. Among 
the coarser Romans these same vices would, 
had they adopted Greek manners, have been 
conspicuously in the foreground, and that 
in their worst and most vulgar form. The 
Greek who was luxurious was so at least 
with something of refinement and grace, 
but the Roman who quitted his native hard- 
ness and sank into luxury was a mere swine, 
a repulsive spectacle to all who were not 
entirely corrupted. 

Among ourselves there has been a great 
revival im the practice of athletics sports 
which now occupy in our schoole and uni- 
versities a place which is, in the opinion of 
many teachers, too large and too hunorable. 
It was excessive training and extreme spe- 
clalization which brought ruin on the ath- 
letic sports of Greece, whith fell into dis-

repute as soon as they ceaséd to be a means 
and usurped thegplace of an end. As soon as 
it came about that a boxer must devote his 
life to boxing and a wrestler to wrestling, 
and make himself fit for that at the expense 
of becoming unfit for everything else,then all 
men of sense and dignity began to despise 
boxing and ng.

The plan pyrsued in the recruitment of the 
work of modern artists for this museum is 
to take them from the Luxembourg or other 
museums for which the French Government 
annually purchases a number of works from 
exhibitions and elsewhere. The prices paid 
are never large, as artists consider the honor 
of a place in these museums as a remuneru- 
tion in itself. Many artiste donate or be- 
queath their works for the sake of being rep- 
resented in them. 

Fifteen years after the death of an artist 
his work may be trareferred to the Louvre. 

There are at present in the Luxembourg 
Gallery works by Whistler, Sargent, Dannat, 
Mosler, Gay, Pearce, Meichers, and Har- 
risson, and works by several other Amer- 
icans have reeently been purchased that 
may eventually find their way to the great 
art museum. 3 


A large collection, representing various 
schools and epochs of painting, brought here 
by Mra. C. Reynolds of New York, is on 
exhibition at No. 2718 Wabash avenue. 

Prominent in the collection are portraits 
by the early Englien paintera, Lawrence, 
Reynolds, Hogarth, Opie, Lely, and Kneller.

It is 
possible to tell by a second’s calculation just 
the amount of coal on hand in the Chicago 
yards, and, taking the consumption of pre- 
vious periods as a basis, how long it is ifkely 
to last. When thiese reports show that con- 
ditions are ripe prices are advanced and al- 
most instantaneously the retail price card 
is put in circulation. This card, by the way, 
does service fer Chicago and all the nearby 
suburban towns, while others of the same 
general appearance are sent to dealers in 
other cities, thus showing one general source 
of origin. The combination of local with 
the nearby suburban prices is pointed out 
by some dealers as an indication of trust 
manipulation, as Chicago retailers have no 
interest in suburban rates. These latter are 
always higher than Chicago prices by from 
25 to 50 cents a ton, so the city dealers would 
have no object in paying out money to pro- 
ay those in the country with selling rate 
cards. 


Chicago’s Tribute to the Trust. 


The use of hard coal, despite the operations 
of the Eastern combination, is growing fast 
in Chicago, and every year brings a large 
increase in the consumption. Aside from 
its almost universal use for heating and 
cooking purposes in the better class of homes 
anthracite is fast being adopted as the clean- 
est and most economical fuel for steam- 
making in large heating plants in office 
buildings, in breweries, on steam railways, 
and for warming passenger cars. Experts 
predict a consumption of fully 2,225,000 tohs 
in Chicago next year, with a corresponding 
increase as the city and its homes and busi- 
ness interests expand. Men of long experi- 
ence ih the trade assert that the best kind of 
hard coal can be sold here to the consumer, 
with a fair profit, at $5.50 a ton. This being 
the case, it is plain the Eastern anthracite 
ring is taking from the people of this city 
$2. 000,000 a year more than it could get if 
there was a free competition in the business. 
Various plans have been resorted to in an 
effort to get rid of this excessive extortion, 
but none has been successful. No matter 
what form the movement to get cheaper coal 
takes the result is the same—there is no coal 
to be had except from agents of the combi- 
nation and at combination rates. 

One large dealer, a man who stands high 
in the trade, but who, for obvious reasons, is 
averse to having his name used, says he has 
been gradually frozen, or, rather, squeezed 
out of the hard coal business because he was 
unable to compete with the agents of the 
combination, and yet the customers he once 
had are not able to get coal any cheaper than 
they did from him. When he was in good 
standing he was able to buy by cargo lots 
at the agents’ price Of, say, $5.60 a ton and 
sell it out to his patrons at the regular whole- 
sale price of $6 or a shade less. One day he 
transgressed the rules, and when he wanted 
his next lot of coal he®was unable to buy it 
from anybody for less than the wholesale 


card rates. ‘

The John Crerar Library will be strictly 
scientific, and exceedingly broad in its 
classification of the sclencés. Medicine will 
be omitted onty on account of the value of 
the collection already made by the Newberry 
Library. A large number of scientific works 
belonging to the Newberry Library already 
have been purchased and transferred to the 
John Crerar Library. The division of classi- 
fication now being rapidly consummated 
will increase greatly the specialized scope 
of Chicago’s three great libraries. It has 
been proposed to publish one large catalogue 
which will: cover the books of the three 
institutions. 


McPherson Denies Serious Delay. 


The Rev. S. J. McPherson, Chairman of 
the Committee on Books of the John Crerar 
Library, denied yesterday that there had 
been any serious delay in the work of the 
trustees. He said: 

It was not till 1893 that the validity of 
the Crerar will was sustained, and not til}

The object of this African expedition was 
not alone to enrich the animal collections 
of the Field Museum. It was intended to get 
as complete a collection of the weapons, 
utensils, and the pottery forms of the tribes 
which were passed as it wae possible to 

ther. -The expedition wae as successful 
in accomplishing this end as it was in secur- 
ing mammals and birds. Native weapons 
of every kind and description were pur- 
chased and packed upon camels for trans- 
portation. : 

It was, however, the main purpose of the 
expedition to secure, for the Chicago mu- 
seum an aggregation of s ns of the 
larger mammals and the birds, insects, and 
reptiles. which should surpass that in the 

sseasion of any institution in the world. 

he skins of the animals and the specimens 
of reptiles which were secured filled sixty 
barrele and cases ard there is work ahead 
for more than three years for the taxider- 
mist and his essistants. It was necessary 
to take into the hunting field nearly eight 
tons of salt for the purpose of preserving 
the hides. It was so excessively hot at the 
shooting. ground that the work of skinning 
salting had to be done immediately in 
order that the skins might be-preserved in 
the best possible condition. 


Seem, to Live Without Water. 


One trip, lasting three weeks, was made 
for the 98 purpose of securing some wild 
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the leopard and when he does make up his 
mind to fight he is, of course, a much more 
formidable antagonist. When pushed to it 
he will give battle. The South African lion, 
according to Prof. Elliott, is a far nobler 
specimen than is the one in the section of 
the country which the Chicagoans have just 
explored. The southern lion will fight at 
any time, while his cousin further north will 
fight only when he is obliged to, or at times 
at night when he seems to have his courage 
reinforced by the darkness. A donkey is 
the bait fora Mon. Lions prefer donkeys to 
eat. The braying of the beast, as one does 
not need to go to Africa to discover, can be 
heard from Dan to Beersheba. When a 
donkey is fastened out as a bit of bait he 
begins to bray at first in a semi-supplicat- 
ing way, then reproachfully, and finally ap- 
parently for the sole purpose of making as 
much noise as he can and of awaking all 
animals who may or who ought to be asleep 
within a radius of ten miles. When lying 
in wait for the lion to come to the quarry 
the hunters do not pratect themselves be- 
hind any lighteblind of grass and bushes 
but stay within a strong inclosure built of 
logs. Hand-to-claw encountcrs with en 
raged lions were not things enthusiastically 
sought by the Chicagoans or their attend- 
ants. The shooting of the lion is accom- 
plished in just the same way as is the kill- 


ing of the leopard. The great creature ap- 


proaches warily and cautiously. He recon- 
neiters every bit of the ground befere he 
ventures to the edge of the open space in 
the middle of which stands his braying 
victim. He is suspicious at all times, and 
would undoubtedly leave the bait alone 
much oftener than he does if it were not 
for the fact that he.is overweeningly fond 
of donkey flesh. 


Cowardice of African Lions. 


Sometimes in the uncertainty of the Nght 
which struggles thröugh the tree shadows at 
night a lion will be only wounded and will 
make its escape. The next day the trail 
must be taken up by the natives. This hap- 

ened once during the continuance of Prof. 

Iliott's expedition. A wounded lion must 
necessarily be approached with great care. 
The difficulty is that they keep in hiding, 
and it is not always possible to tell just 
when they are near. More than one man 
has paid the forfeiture of his life by stumb- 


ling upon one when he thought the beast 


was at a distance. One day Prof. Elliott, 
his comrade, Mr. Akely, and some of the at- 
tending Arabs came face to face with three 
lions who blocked their passage. It is doubt- 
ful which was the more surprised—the ani- 
mals or the hunters. It was broad daylight 
and as this was the first encounter of the 
Chicago party with the lions on their native 
heath they expected a fight. The flatives 
probably knew different, for the three kings 
of the beast kingdom instantly turned tail 
and slunk away like little curs which had 
received a deserved whipping. They were 
fired upon and one of them was wounded. 
Those lions were chased for five miles, and 
they made no stand in defense of themselves 
or to portest against the invasion of their 
country. They were wise, perhaps, beyond 
their generation in doing this, for all three 
succeeded in escaping and have the satisfac- 
tion of now knowing, if they can know, that 
ft will be the skins of some of their cousins 
which, stuffed and surcharged with arsenic, 
will amuse and instruct the visitors to the 
great Chicago museufn. 
Hunting for Smaller Game. 


Barring the leopards and the lions nearly 
all the animals which were secured by the 
members of Prof. Elliott’s party were shot 
at great ranges. The antelopes, wild asses, 
and other creatures were extremely difficult 
of approach and they were killed at dis- 
tances nearly all of which were greater than 
200 yards. Killing the creattres at this 
range with any degree of certainty was 
made possible only by the use of the most 
modern’ small bore weapons. Both Prof. 
Elliott and Prof. Akely had Lee-Metford 
and Manlicher rifies, amd with them some 
shots which would do credit to any Creed- 
moor expert were made 

Great Searcity of Water. 

There was one thing which this collecting 
party hunted as assiduously as it did game, 
and that was—water. For 100 miles in a 
straight line there was not one drop of wa- 
ter to be had, and for a great many hundred 
miles none of the fluid could be obtained ex- 
cept after long and laborious digging for it 
in the beds of what should have been rivers. 
When Prof. Elliott was asked, immediately 
following his return, what the climate was 
of the section of Africa which he had just

asses, A number of the creatures were shot, 
but on this expedition water was so scarce 
that the men and animals engaged suffered 
actual torture from thirst. In speaking of 
this place, where the asses picked up a pre- 
carious living, Prof. Elhlott said that it 
seemed hardly possible that with thescarcity 
of moisture any animal could live there. 
Then he told of a small antelope that makes 
its homeon a desert where water fs absolutely 
unknown «and where the little creature iives 
entirely upon a wire-like grass which con- 
tains no apparent moisture. In crossing 
the Haud desert a great many specimens of 
reptiles which are exceedingly valuable were 
secured. Three hundred birds were taken, 
as were a large.congregation of big spiders 
which look like lobsters. 

The animals are of every description, from 
the largest mammals down to little creatures 
no larger than mice. A great many rare 
specimens were secured, which are to be 
found in no other institution in the world. 


Brought Back Archaeological Treasure 


In speaking of the archeological collection, 
which wil) 1 be the first to be put on 
exhibition, Prof. Elliott said: ‘‘ It consists 
of the various weapons and utensils used by 
the tribes which we met in our travels— 
their dress, their ornaments, and other 
unique features. The natives work beauti- 
fully in steel and other metals, and thelr 
spears, swords, and knives are sharp-pointed 
and keen-edged. They have a hurling spear 
and a stabbing spear, and they know how 
to use both of them. They dress as a rule 
only in the breech cloth. Their huts are 
arch shape, made of eticks, and are covered 
with camel mats woven 80 closely of grass 
and roots that they will shed ran easily. 
These huts can be picked up and carried 
about and the nomads carry their houses 
with them. 

“ We secured more antelopes than of any 
other one kind of large animal. The ga- 
zelles come next in number, and of these two 
species we succeeded in getting them of 
different ages so as to show the difference 
in colorations and size of old and young. 
We secured hyenas, jackals, baboons, leop- 
ards, wild asses, hedgehogs, foxes, oryx, 
and other kinds too numerous to mention 
without having them at hand to look over.

“How, Skins Were Preserved. 


“As soon as we secured the skins they 
were covered with salt, but this was not 
sufficient to protect them from the attacks 
of the myriads of insects. As soon as it 
was possible so to do we packed them in 
brine in barrels, which were sealed up and 
8 upon the camels. Working as rapid 
as we could we were not able to prevent 
the spoiling of some few of the skins by the 
intense heat.

sportsmen are led by F. S. Baird of the Chi- 
cago Election Commission, M. R. Bortree of 
Chicago, the President of the Sportsmen’s 
National Association; and W. L. Shepherd 
of the State Sportsmen’s Association, They 
have prepared a bill which a committee of 
well-known sportsmen will take to Spring- 
field the first week in January to have intro- 
duced. The bill has first and foremost a pro- 


vision which absolutely prohibits the sale of 
any kind of game in this State excepting dur- 
ing the months of November and December. 

The champions of the game dealers’ in- 
terests are F., S. Smith, H. L. Brown, George 
. Sloan, and several others. They have al- 
ready prepared and have had printed a bill 
which embodies what they want done in the 
matter of game legislation. This bill has 
been seen by only a few people. It provides 
for the extension of the game-selling season 
in Illinois until March 1 and makes provision 
for allowing a storage of game in refrigera- 
tors so that it will be exempt from seizure 
by the game warden at all seasons. It will 
be geen from this that the purposes of the 
bills are radically different. The game deal- 
ers say they do not wish to change the law 
which forbids the selling of game which has 
been killed in the State of Illinois; that all 
they wish is to be allowed to sell game which 
has been killed in other States and shipped 
to Chicago. The sportsmen say it is an im- 
possibility to tell the difference between a 
prairie chicken killed in IIIinols and a pra- 
tie chicken killed in Indiana, and as long as 
game is allowed to be sold in the market so 
long will people who live where the game 
abounds kill it and sell it whether the shoot- 
ing be done in Illinois or in some other 


"State. 


Game in Illinois Decreasing. 


The present season for open selling of game 
extends in this State from Oct. 1 to Feb. 1. 
The early opening of the season causes the 
spoiling upon the hands of the shippers and 
others of thousands upon thousands of quail, 
ruffed grouse, and praiygie chickens, which 
are shipped to them during warm weather. 
If the truth be told it is the earnest desire 
of the majority of Chicago sportsmen to have 
the sale of game prohibited altogether and 
there is no question but that such A Pro- 
vision would have been put into the bill just 
prepared had it not been for the fact that 
they feared such a radical change would have 
defeated its own purpose. In recent inter- 
views some of the South Water street mer- 
chants have claimed that the game was not 
decreasing and pointed to the fact that quail, 
prairie chicken, and grouse were unusually 
plentiful this year.

“The present game law is defective, inas- 
much asin order to convict a man of having 
game in his possession unlawfully during 
the close season you must either catch him 
when he is killing it or be able to prove that 
he Intends to sell it. Mere possession, ac- 
cording to the strict construction of the 
law, has been held by some to be insufficient 
for conviction. We have incorporated in the 
new bill a clause which will remedy this 
evil.“ 

State Tax on Guns. 


Gunners will be particularly interested in 
that clause of the bill which the sportsmen 
have prepared relating to ducks and snipe. 
Heretofore these birds were not accorded the 
protection of a law which forbade the sale 
of other Illinois killed game Hereafter 
ducks and snipe killed in this State cannot 
be trafficked in if the new bill becomes a 
law. 

Sportsmen from all over the country have 
been writing letters to Chicago asking that 
the Illinois islature be petitioned to pass 
a bill which will check to some extent the 
sale of game in Chicago. These letters say 
all laws which other States north and west 
of Chicago may pass forbidding the export 
of game are absolutely impotent as long as 
the Chicago market remains open as a temp- 
tation to men to make money by the whole- 
sale slaughter and shipment of game. Ne- 
braska and Kansas are the only two States 
which have no non-export law and which 
are not likely to have one for some time to 
come. The prairies of those two States 
have been almost denuded of prairie chick- 
ens to supply the Chicago market. In re- 
ality it is not Chicago alone that is supplied, 
for as soon as the season approaches when 
it is not lawful to sell game in Chicago all 
that is left on hand is shipped to New York, 
where it is legal to sell game killed out- 
side the borders of the State at all seasons. 
The Chicago sportsmen say there is no 
doubt that Gov.-elect Tanner will do what 
he can legitimately to ald the passage of a 
bill looking to the preservation of the game. 
He is said to be a keen Sportsman and a 
good shot, but one who feels that it is not 
necessary to kill an unlimited number of 
birds to secure a good day’s sport.

At the times when colds, throat, and 
lung troubles are prevalent among people, 
they are likély to be equally prevalent 
among birds. For instance, a year ago 
last spring when there was a sudden and 
unexpected cold snap,.parrots.all over Chi- 
cago caught cold at a térrible rate, and in 
a short time Mm Cross had no less than 126 
of the birds of gay. plumage on his hands 
for treatment.. And when all these parrots 
with bad colds in their heads and throats 
got to talking at once there was a terrible 
babble in the parrot ward of the hospital. 


Parrots Suffer. from Goat. 


Strange as it may seem some of the aris- 
tocratic birds—birds belonging to aristocrat- 
ic and wealthy owners—have aristocratic 
afflictions just the same as are found some- 
times in the upper circles. It is not at all in- 
frequent for a parrot to have the gout, and 
he acquires the affliction for exactly the 
same reason that people do. It comes from 
overéating and from rich food. When you 
feed parrots on poundcakes several times 
every day and give them a great deal of 
rich and greasy food, you can be pretty sure 
that in a short time gout will make its ap- 
pearance. The bird’s toes swell in the reg- 
ulation manner and treatment is given ac- 
cordingly. Occasionally birds are brought 
in with broken legs. The doctor has a 
unique but effective method of taking care 
of the little broken bones. A quill just about 
the size of the bird’s leg and an inch or two 
long, is slit down one side, and then slipped 
over the broken leg. The heat in the limb 
causes the quill to curl up and contract. 
Thus it draws up closer and closer until in 
a short time the leg is held as firmly and 


TENNYSON’S BIRTHPLACE UNDER. THE AUCTIONEER’S HAMMER 


Those who lately have been moved to visit 
the birthplace of Alfred Tennyson, the rec- 
tory of mersby, in Lincolnshire, where 
the great poet made his entry into the world, 
Aug. 6, 1809, havo had the somewhat melan- 
chaly experience of finding an auctioneer’s’ 
grim notice posted before the building. The 
place has let, but the tenant does not 
enter into possession until next April, and 
the board has been left standing in the 
neglected garden.

Canaries have still smaller 
appetites and they can put up at a bird hotel 
for 25 cents a week, including bath. 


Bird Deector’s Experiences. 


As might be expected, the bird doctor has 
had some queer experience with pets that 
have been brought to him in grave physical 
condition. Some time ago a wealthy woman 
from the West Side drove up to the hospital 
one day and wanted the proprietor to come 
with her at once to her home and see what 
was the matter with her beautiful parrot. 
The doctor demurred, waying it would take 
a great deal of his time. The woman eaid 
that would make no difference for she would 
gladly pay for all of his time, asking what 
he would charge. When the physician said 
he couldn't make a professiona) call for less 
than $10, the owner of the bird said that 
was certainly reasonable, and taking the 
bird man in her carriage they were whirled 
away immediately to her home. The doctor 
found the bird in a bad way. His breast wae 
all swelled up and he was drooping like a 
chicken with the cholera. By feeling the 
bréast the doctor ascertained that there wag 
something in the bird's crop. Making a 
Uttle loop on the end of a wire, he passed 
it down the bird's throat until the loop wes 
in the crop. The doctor pressed the sub- 
stance in the crop into the loop and drew t 
out. It was nothing more nor less than a 
good-sized piece of chewing gum. The little 
girl of the family in which the parrot resided, 
when going to the dinner table one day, 
gave her gum to the parrot, She had for- 
gotten all about it amd consequently never 
mentioned having given the bird the gum. 
But when it was pulled out she remembered 
all about it and told howithappened. After 
the removal of the gum the parrot at once 
began to mend and was soon as well as ever. 


Surgery Applied to Birds. 

On another occasion a beautiful Cuban 
parrot was brought to the hospital with a 
badly swelled head. The throat was terribly 
swollen and was closing up. A careful ex- 
amination disclosed a little sliver of glass 
sticking into the flesh at the foot of the bird’s 
tongue. With a tiny pair of tweezers the 
glass was removed and the parrot was soon 
enjoying its normal health once more. A 
large African parrot was once brought in 
suffering from what appeared to be a large 
tumor on the under side of one of its wings. 
Its owner said she could recall no accident 
that had happened to the bird which might 
have caused the trouble. The hospital man 
cut open the growth and found an ingrow- 
ing feather corresponding exactly to an in- 
growing toenail. Its removal put the parrot 
on the high road to recovery. 0 

“T have been interested in birds ever since 
I was a little boy,” said Mr. Cross. “I re- 
member when I was a child my brother used 
to shoot birds and I would catch the injured 
ones and take care of them and nurse them 
until they recovered, if it were possible. My 
interest in the little feathered creatures 
continued, and so I have been caring for 
them all my life. My knowledge of them 
and their troubles has largely been drawn 
from experimental sources and I have found 
that often their diseases are quite like those 
of human beings. One important difference 
is thig, that while our foed passes directly 
to the stomach a bird's first goes into its 
crop, and then into the stomach proper. I 
have found that for this reason there are 
many foods which should not be given to 


birds, even though they would willingly eat 


them.“

It is not generally known, says the London 
Mall, that the Queen was baptized Alexan- 
drina Victoria. Alexandrina was given to 
her by her father, the Duke of Kent, in com- 
pliment to the Emperor of Russia.

For, more than is any other animal, the 
guinea pig is the experimental subject of 
the bacteriologist, and hundreds of them are 
laid upon the altar of Avsculapius every 


year.

Some one has insisted that it is only 
a “living automaton, created simply to 
represent a species,“ but as it is grown in 
Chicago the little creature endears itself to 
some fanciers to the extent that they will 
not sell to physicians.

How Antitoxin Is Secured. 

It is the horse family from which the in- 
oculating fluid counteracting diphtheriae is 
taken. The animal is inoculated with the 
bacteria of that dread disease. A heavy welt 
appears from the first injection in the shoul- 
der, fever sets in, and all the tissues of the 
body are affected. Time after time these 
injections are made, each time increasing in 
quantity, until at the end of eight months 
‘the animal is no longer susceptible to the 
germs of the disease. His system, through 
constant resistance, has become  proot 
against ft. When the animal has reached 
this stage he is bled, and perhaps two gal- 
lons of blood are taken from him. This 
blood is put into jars, where it is allowed to 
settle, the clot containing the red Gorpuscles 
sinks to the bottom, and the comparatively 
clear serum floats above it. This serum is 
drawn off, becoming the great agent in 
fortifying the aun system against diph- 
theria. 

Blood serum, too, forms the basis for the 
growth of many bacteria. Jars are filled at 
the Stock-Yards and brought to the city 
laboratory, where the serum is separated

and drawn off. When this serum is sub- 
jected to heat it forms a sort of jelly. This 
is poured into a small metal box and 
capped over. When the bacteria culture is 
planted in it the box is placed in an oven, 
heated to blood temperature, and there the 
germs develop rapidly, feeding upon the 
serum.
